WHEREAS, later Andrea Harris served as Director of Management and 
Information for the North Carolina Department of Commerce's Minority 
Business Development Agency and was appointed by Governor Roy Cooper 
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to the Historically Underutilized Business Advisory Council, where she 
helped to increase the growth of minority- and women-owned businesses 
exponentially in North Carolina; and 
 

WHEREAS, Andrea Harris was the co-founder and President of the 
North Carolina Institute of Minority Economic Development in Durham, 
North Carolina from 1986 to 2014 and was also the co-founder of the Women 
and Minority Business Centers. She retired to become a Senior Fellow of the 
Self-Help Credit Union in Durham; and 
 

WHEREAS, as a Bennett Belle, Andrea Harris believed in the value of 
Historically Black Colleges and Universities (HBCUs) and created the North 
Carolina HBCU Alumni Advisory Council and served on the Board of 
Trustees for Bennett College for two extended terms from 1987-1997 and 
again from 2010-2020; and 
 

WHEREAS, Andrea Harris received many awards, including the Order 
of the Long Leaf Pine and an Honorary Doctorate of Humane Letters from 
Bennett College and was a Lifetime Achievement recipient of the Triangle 
Business Journal's 2014 Diversity Awards; and 
 

WHEREAS, while Andrea Harris's resume is impressive, it does not 
show the actual work and responsibility she took on not just for her community 
but for the State of North Carolina. Her leadership in the area of minority 
economic development is legendary and well-known and respected across the 
country; and 
 

WHEREAS, Andrea Harris died on May 20, 2020, at the age of 72, 
leaving a lasting legacy of helping others reach their goals;

H.R. 1044, A HOUSE RESOLUTION AMENDING THE 2019 HOUSE 
PERMANENT RULES OF THE 2019 GENERAL ASSEMBLY DURING 
EMERGENCIES. 

Whereas, the World Health Organization declared the coronavirus 
disease 2019 (COVID-19) a global pandemic; and 

Whereas, the President of the United States declared the ongoing 
COVID-19 outbreak the basis for an emergency declaration for all states 
pursuant to the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance 
Act; and 

Whereas, the Governor of North Carolina has issued a number of 
executive orders for the State declaring a State of Emergency to address the 
COVID-19 public health emergency, prohibiting mass gatherings, requiring 
citizens to stay at home and practice social distancing when in public spaces, 
limiting operations of certain businesses, broadening unemployment 
insurance benefits, improving access to child care, and facilitating critical 
motor vehicle operations; and 

Whereas, the number of COVID-19 cases in the State continues to 
rise with documented community spread; Now, therefore, 
Be it resolved by the House of Representatives: 

SECTION 1.  As a result of the public health dangers resulting from 
the COVID-19 pandemic, the following shall apply to the 2019 House 
Permanent Rules: 

(1) RULE 1 shall read as follows: "RULE 1. Convening Hour. - 
The House shall convene each legislative day at the hour 
fixed by the House. In the event the House adjourns on 
the preceding legislative day without having fixed an hour 
for reconvening, the House shall convene on the next 
legislative day at 10:00 A.M." 

(2) RULE 2 shall read as follows: "RULE 2. Opening the 
Session. - The Sergeant-at-Arms or the Principal Clerk 
shall clear the House 10 minutes before the convening hour. 
At the convening hour on each legislative day, the Speaker 
or the Speaker's designee shall call the members to order." 

(3) RULE 3(b) shall read as follows: "(b) Should the point of a 
quorum be raised, the Clerk shall open an electronic roll 
call of the House and enter as present a member responding 
by vote. The time allowed for the response shall be the 
greater of 40 minutes, unless without objection, the Chair 
directs otherwise, and the time at which the sixty-first vote 
is recorded. In the absence of a quorum comprised of 
members responding to the call, the House may only stand 
in recess or adjourn."

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Representative designated by the Chair, as to whether the 
proceedings of the previous day have been correctly 
recorded. Without objection, the Speaker shall cause the 
Journal to stand approved." 

(4) RULE 7(a) shall read as follows: "RULE 7. Obtaining 
Floor. - (a) No member on the floor shall proceed until 
recognized by the Speaker for a purpose. When any 
member on the floor desires recognition for any purpose, 
the member shall rise and respectfully address the Speaker. 
When any member who has designated a Leader to cast the 
member's vote desires to propound a question, the member 
shall submit the question to the Majority or Minority 
Leader to have the question brought forward, and the 
Leader or the Leader's designee, shall rise, shall respectfully 
address the Speaker, and upon being recognized, shall 
identify the member desiring to propound the question and 
state the question propounded." 

(5) RULE 8.1 shall read as follows: "RULE 8.1. Points of 
Personal Privilege; Representative Statements; 
Explanation of Vote. - Upon recognition by the Speaker 
for that purpose, any member may speak to a point of 
personal privilege for a time not exceeding three minutes. The 
Speaker shall determine if the question raised is one of 
personal privilege and shall, without the point of order being 
raised, enforce this rule. A member may reserve some or all 
of that time to explain to the House a "Representative 
Statement"; provided, however, that the reading of the 
Representative Statement shall only occur following session. 
Upon motion supported by a majority present and voting, 
that statement may be spread upon the Journal. Neither 
personal privilege nor a Representative Statement may be 
used to explain a vote, debate a bill, or in any way disrupt 
the regular business of the House, nor shall such opportunities 
be used to solicit support or sponsors for any bill. The format 
of a Representative Statement shall be prescribed by the 
Chair of the Standing Committee on Rules, Calendar, and 
Operations of the House, but in any case shall speak only 
in the voice of the member submitting it." 

(6) RULE 12(i) shall read as follows: "(i) The use of a mobile 
device or cellular phone for the purpose of making or 
receiving a phone call shall not be permitted in the House 
Chamber while the House is in session. During a vote the 
Majority Leader and the Minority Leader may use 
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electronic technology, including a mobile device or cellular 
phone, to communicate in real time with members who 
have filed a voting designation pursuant to Rule 22.1, 
provided such use does not otherwise disrupt the decorum 
of the chamber." 

(7) RULE 12 shall be amended to have the following additional 
subdivision: "(k) As deemed necessary by the Chair of the 
Standing Committee on Rules, Calendar, and Operations of 
the House, the chamber may be used by committees for 
committee purposes." 

(8) RULE 13(a) shall read as follows: "RULE 13. Motions 
Generally. - (a) A motion that is complex, complicated, or 
otherwise not easily understood shall be reduced to writing 
at the request of the Speaker or any member. No motion 
relating to a bill shall be in order that does not identify the 
bill by its number and short title. No motion may be made, 
nor business presented, by a member who has filed a voting 
designation pursuant to Rule 22.1 affirming the member 
will not be present in the House during the time the 
designation is in effect and has not been revoked." 

(9) RULE 15(a) shall read as follows: "RULE 15. Motion to 
Adjourn. - (a) A motion to adjourn shall be put to the vote 
of the House without being seconded." 

(10) RULE 15.1 shall read as follows: "RULE 15.1. Motion to 
Adjourn or Stand in Recess; Standard Stipulations. - A 
motion to adjourn or stand in recess subject to the standard 
stipulations shall constitute a motion to adjourn or stand in 
recess subject to the ratification of bills, messages from 
the Senate, committee reports, conference reports, referral 
and re-referral of bills and resolutions, appointment of 
conferees, introduction of bills and resolutions, committee 
appointments, the reading of Representative Statements, and 
the receiving of petitions, memorials, or papers addressed 
to the House. 

(11) RULE 20(c) shall read as follows: "(c) When the electronic 
voting system is used, 40 minutes shall be allowed for 
voting on the question before the House unless, without 
objection, the Chair shall direct otherwise. The Chair may 
direct a procedure whereby members vote at designated 
times within the time allowed for voting. Once the system 
is locked, the vote shall be recorded and printed." 

(12) The Rules are amended by adding a new rule to read: 
"RULE 22.1. Designated Voting. - A member who is not 
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present may designate either the Majority or the Minority 
Leader to cast the member's vote if all the following 
requirements are met: 
(a) The member has filed a voting designation stating 

the member will not be present in the House 
and identifying either the Majority or Minority 
Leader as the member's voting designee. If the 
designated Leader has an excused absence from 
the House, the designated Leader may appoint 
another member to cast all votes designated to that 
Leader.

Discharge 
Petition. - (a) A motion to discharge a committee from 
consideration of a bill may be filed with the Principal Clerk 
by a primary sponsor of that measure if accompanied by a 
petition asking that the committee be discharged from 
further consideration of the bill. No motion may be filed 
until 10 legislative days after the bill has been referred to 
the committee. No petition may be filed until notice has 
been given on the floor of the House that the petition is to 
be filed and the primary sponsor giving notice has obtained 
a fiscal note from the Fiscal Research Division on the bill, 
which note shall be attached to the petition. Members may 
submit the petition or submit their name to be added to a 
petition by submitting an electronic mail indicating such 
submission with the office of the Principal Clerk, and when 
the signatures of 61 members appear on the petition, the 
Principal Clerk shall place that motion on the calendar for 
the next legislative day as a special order of business. 
Members may withdraw their names at any time until 61 
names appear. If the motion is adopted by the House, then 
the committee to which the bill or resolution has been 
referred is discharged from further consideration of the bill, 
and that bill is placed on the calendar for the next legislative 
day as a special order of business. The Principal Clerk shall 
provide a form for discharge petitions." 

(24) Notwithstanding RULE 41: 
(a) The first reading and reference to a standing 

committee of a House bill shall occur on the 
legislative day of its introduction. The first reading 
and reference to a standing committee of a Senate 
bill shall occur on the legislative day of its receipt 
on messages from the Senate. The Speaker shall 
give notice at each subsequent reading whether it 
is the second or third reading. 
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(b) Except for a bill governed by Section 23 of Article II 
of the North Carolina Constitution, a bill may be 
read more than once on the same day. 

(25) Notwithstanding RULE 44(d), a conference report may be 
placed on the calendar for the legislative day on which the 
report is received. The Speaker shall provide notice as soon 
as practicable to the Majority and the Minority Leader if the 
Speaker anticipates a conference report will be placed on 
the favorable calendar the same day the report is received. 

(26) RULE 52 shall read as follows: "RULE 52. Gallery. - In 
order to minimize public health dangers resulting from the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the galleries shall be closed to the 
public. Members may be seated in designated areas of the 
gallery instead of on the chamber floor in order to maintain 
social distancing. Pursuant to Rule 51, other designated 
areas of the gallery shall be used as an assigned place for 
admittance of reporters pursuant to Rule 51." 

(27) Notwithstanding RULE 59, any member wishing to 
cosponsor a bill or resolution that has been introduced may 
do so on the day during which the bill or resolution was first 
read and referred, but only while the bill or resolution is in 
the possession of the House. 

(28) The Rules are amended by adding a new rule to read: 
"RULE 61.3. Process to Terminate. - If either the Majority 
Leader or the Minority Leader submits a written objection 
to the continued use of the modifications of the 2019 House 
Permanent Rules contained in this Resolution, the modification 
shall expire at midnight on the day the objection is submitted. 
The written objection may be electronic. An objection must 
comply with all of the following in order to be effective: 
(a) It must be received by the Principal Clerk on either 

May 4, 2020, May 11, 2020, or May 18, 2020. 
(b) A copy of the objection must be provided to the 

Speaker on the same day the objection is 
submitted to the Principal Clerk. 

(c) If the House is in session on the day the objection 
is filed, the Principal Clerk shall read the objection 
into the record that day. If the objection is filed on 
a day when the House is not in session, the 
Principal Clerk shall read it into the record on the 
next legislative day following the submission of 
the objection. 
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SECTION 2.  This resolution is effective upon adoption and expires 
on the earlier of an objection submitted pursuant to Rule 61.3 of this 
resolution or May 31, 2020.

(18) Notwithstanding RULES 32 and 41, a resolution or bill 
may be placed on the calendar without being referred by the 
Speaker to a committee and on the same legislative day of 
its introduction or receipt from the Senate; provided, 
however, no vote may be taken on such bill until at least 
three hours have elapsed from the time it is placed on the 
calendar and the time the question is put. 

(19) RULE 32(e) is repealed. 
(20) RULE 34(b) shall read as follows: "(b) A bill may be filed 

for introduction without the signature of each member 
whose name appears on the preprinted bill jacket as a 
primary sponsor if each such member has approved being 
included as a primary sponsor using the member's 
electronic dashboard." 

(21) Notwithstanding RULE 36(b), a bill reported favorably by 
a committee or received for concurrence may be placed on 
the favorable calendar on the same day it is reported. The 
Speaker shall provide notice as soon as practicable to the 
Majority and the Minority Leader if the Speaker anticipates 
a bill will be placed on the favorable calendar the same day 
it is reported. 
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(22) Notwithstanding RULE 36.1A, a proposed committee 
substitute does not have to be distributed electronically to 
committee members on the preceding calendar day in order 
to be considered by the committee. 

(23) RULE 39(a) shall read as follows: "RULE 39. Discharge 
Petition. - (a) A motion to discharge a committee from 
consideration of a bill may be filed with the Principal Clerk 
by a primary sponsor of that measure if accompanied by a 
petition asking that the committee be discharged from further 
consideration of the bill. No motion may be filed until 
10 legislative days after the bill has been referred to the 
committee. No petition may be filed until notice has been 
given on the floor of the House that the petition is to be filed 
and the primary sponsor giving notice has obtained a fiscal 
note from the Fiscal Research Division on the bill, which 
note shall be attached to the petition. Members may submit 
the petition or submit their name to be added to a petition 
by submitting an electronic mail indicating such submission 
with the office of the Principal Clerk, and when the signatures 
of 61 members appear on the petition, the Principal Clerk 
shall place that motion on the calendar for the next 
legislative day as a special order of business. Members may 
withdraw their names at any time until 61 names appear. If 
the motion is adopted by the House, then the committee to 
which the bill or resolution has been referred is discharged 
from further consideration of the bill, and that bill is placed 
on the calendar for the next legislative day as a special order 
of business. The Principal Clerk shall provide a form for 
discharge petitions." 

(24) Notwithstanding RULE 41: 
(a) The first reading and reference to a standing 

committee of a House bill shall occur on the 
legislative day of its introduction. The first reading 
and reference to a standing committee of a Senate 
bill shall occur on the legislative day of its receipt 
on messages from the Senate. The Speaker shall 
give notice at each subsequent reading whether it 
is the second or third reading. 

(b) Except for a bill governed by Section 23 of Article 
II of the North Carolina Constitution, a bill may 
be read more than once on the same day. 

(25) Notwithstanding RULE 44(d), a conference report may be 
placed on the calendar for the legislative day on which the 
report is received. The Speaker shall provide notice as soon 
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as practicable to the Majority and the Minority Leader if the 
Speaker anticipates a conference report will be placed on 
the favorable calendar the same day the report is received. 

(26) RULE 52 shall read as follows: "RULE 52. Gallery. –In 
order to minimize public health dangers resulting from the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the galleries shall be closed to the 
public. Members may be seated in designated areas of the 
gallery instead of on the chamber floor in order to maintain 
social distancing. Pursuant to Rule 51, other designated 
areas of the gallery shall be used as an assigned place for 
admittance of reporters pursuant to Rule 51." 

(27) Notwithstanding RULE 59, any member wishing to 
cosponsor a bill or resolution that has been introduced may 
do so on the day during which the bill or resolution was first 
read and referred, but only while the bill or resolution is in 
the possession of the House. 

(28) The Rules are amended by adding a new rule to read: 
"RULE 61.3. Process to Terminate. - If either the Majority 
Leader or the Speaker, the Majority Leader, or the Minority 
Leader submits submit a written objection to the continued 
use of the modifications of the 2019 House Permanent Rules 
contained in this Resolution, the modification modifications 
shall expire at midnight on the day the objection is 
submitted. The written objection may be electronic. No 
recorded vote may be held before 2:00 P.M. on the next 
legislative day following the day the objection was filed; 
provided, however, this requirement may be jointly waived 
by the Majority Leader and the Minority Leader by notice 
given in session on the day the objection is filed or the next 
legislative day prior to 2:00 P.M. An objection must 
comply with all of the following in order to be effective: 
(a) It must be received by the Principal Clerk on either 

May 4, 2020, May 11, 2020, or May 18, 2020.any 
Monday by 5:00 P.M. 

(b) A If the objection is submitted by either the 
Majority Leader or the Minority leader, a copy of 
the objection must be provided to the Speaker on 
the same day the objection is submitted to the 
Principal Clerk.

OF SOCIAL SERVICES TO REVIEW POLICIES, GUIDELINES, AND 
OTHER INTERPRETIVE STATEMENTS AND SUBMIT A REPORT 
TO THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS; CLARIFY THE 
AUTHORITY OF BOARDS TO REQUIRE CRIMINAL HISTORY 
RECORDS; PROHIBIT AGENCIES FROM IMPLEMENTING OR 
ENFORCING POLICIES, GUIDELINES, OR OTHER INTERPRETIVE 
STATEMENTS THAT SHOULD BE ADOPTED AS RULES UNDER THE

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 

SECTION 1.  No later than May 31, 2021, the North Carolina 
Division of Social Services (Division), by and through the Division's Social 
Services Commission (Commission), shall prepare and submit for review to 
the Office of Administrative Hearings (OAH) a comprehensive report of all 
its policies, guidelines, and other interpretive statements. This includes all 
policies, guidelines, and other interpretive statements that the Division or any 
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of its subdivisions has sought to implement or enforce that may directly or 
substantially affect the procedural or substantive rights or duties of persons 
not employed by the Division or any of its subdivisions. The report shall 
include an explanation for any policies, guidelines, and other interpretive 
statements not adopted as a rule the Commission believes are not in violation 
of G.S. 150B-18. The report shall not include any emergency, temporary, or 
permanent rules adopted by the Division in accordance with Article 2A of 
Chapter 150B of the General Statutes. 

SECTION 2.  Upon submission of its report to the OAH, the 
Commission shall jointly review the report with the OAH to identify any 
policies, guidelines, and other interpretive statements that are in violation of 
G.S. 150B-18. If there is disagreement between the Commission and the 
OAH regarding any policies, guidelines, or other interpretive statements 
identified in the report as being in violation of G.S. 150B-18, then the OAH 
shall refer the policy, guideline, or other interpretive statement in 
disagreement to the Rules Review Commission (RRC). Upon referral from 
the OAH, the RRC shall review the policy, guideline, or other interpretive 
statement in disagreement, and make a determination as to whether it is in 
violation of G.S. 150B-18. If the Commission disagrees with a determination 
by the RRC as to whether any policy, guideline, or other interpretive 
statement is in violation of G.S. 150B-18, the Commission may file an 
action for declaratory judgment in Wake County Superior Court pursuant to 
Article 26 of Chapter 1 of the General Statutes. 

SECTION 3.  To ensure that administration of the Division shall 
continue without interruption, any policies, guidelines, or other interpretive 
statements identified through joint review by the Commission and the OAH, 
or determined by the RRC in Section 2 as being in violation of G.S. 150B-
18, shall be deemed interim rules so long as they do not conflict with any 
provisions of the General Statutes. Any interim rule authorized by this section 
shall become void July 1, 2022, if the Commission has failed to adopt that 
interim rule as a permanent rule by that date in accordance with Article 2A 
of Chapter 150B of the General Statutes. A reviewing court may extend the 
interim rule period pending the outcome of its review, if the Commission has 
filed an action for declaratory judgment under Section 2. Any policy, 
guideline, or other interpretive statement issued by the Division after this act 
becomes effective shall become void one year after it is issued; however, 
prior to that deadline, the Secretary of Health and Human Services may 
reissue the policy, guideline, or other interpretive statement for an additional 
period of one year. 

SECTION 4.  G.S. 93B-8.1(a)(1) reads as rewritten: 
"(1) Applicant. - A person who makes application for licensure 

from an occupational licensing board.board or a State agency 
licensing board." 
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SECTION 5.  G.S. 93B-8.1 is amended by adding a new subsection 
to read: 

"(c1) Nothing in this section or in G.S. 93B-1 shall be construed as 
authorizing an occupational licensing board or a State agency licensing board 
to require an applicant to consent to a criminal history record check or use of 
fingerprints or other identifying information required by the State or National 
Repositories of Criminal Histories as a condition of granting or renewing 
a license." 

SECTION 6.  G.S. 150B-23(a) reads as rewritten: 
"(a) A contested case shall be commenced by paying a fee in an amount 

established in G.S. 150B-23.2 and by filing a petition with the Office of 
Administrative Hearings and, except as provided in Article 3A of this Chapter, 
shall be conducted by that Office. The party who files the petition shall serve 
a copy of the petition on all other parties and, if the dispute concerns a license, 
the person who holds the license. A party who files a petition shall file a 
certificate of service together with the petition. A petition shall be signed by 
a party, an attorney representing a party, or other representative of the party 
as may specifically be authorized by law, and, if filed by a party other than 
an agency, shall state facts tending to establish that the agency named as the 
respondent has deprived the petitioner of property, has ordered the petitioner 
to pay a fine or civil penalty, has sought to implement or enforce against the 
petitioner a policy, guideline, or other interpretive statement in violation of 
G.S. 150B-18, or has otherwise substantially prejudiced the petitioner's rights 
and that the agency: 

(1) Exceeded its authority or jurisdiction; 
(2) Acted erroneously; 
(3) Failed to use proper procedure; 
(4) Acted arbitrarily or capriciously; or 
(5) Failed to act as required by law or rule. 

The parties in a contested case shall be given an opportunity for a hearing 
without undue delay. Any person aggrieved may commence a contested 
case hereunder. 

A local government employee, applicant for employment, or former 
employee to whom Chapter 126 of the General Statutes applies may 
commence a contested case under this Article in the same manner as any other 
petitioner. The case shall be conducted in the same manner as other contested 
cases under this Article. 

A business entity may represent itself using a nonattorney representative 
who is one or more of the following of the business entity: (i) officer, (ii) 
manager or member-manager, if the business entity is a limited liability 
company, (iii) employee whose income is reported on IRS Form W-2, if the 
business entity authorizes the representation in writing, or (iv) owner of the 
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business entity, if the business entity authorizes the representation in writing 
and if the owner's interest in the business entity is at least twenty-five percent 
(25%). Authority for and prior notice of nonattorney representation shall be 
made in writing, under penalty of perjury, to the Office on a form provided 
by the Office." 

SECTION 7.  G.S. 150B-33 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 150B-33.  Powers of administrative law judge. 

… 
(b) An administrative law judge may: 

(1) Administer oaths and affirmations; 
(2) Sign, issue, and rule on subpoenas in accordance with 

G.S. 150B-27 and G.S. 1A-1, Rule 45; 
(3) Provide for the taking of testimony by deposition and rule on 

all objections to discovery in accordance with G.S. 1A-1, the 
Rules of Civil Procedure; 

(3a) Rule on all prehearing motions that are authorized by 
G.S. 1A-1, the Rules of Civil Procedure; 

(4) Regulate the course of the hearings, including discovery, set 
the time and place for continued hearings, and fix the time for 
filing of briefs and other documents; 

(5) Direct the parties to appear and confer to consider 
simplification of the issues by consent of the parties; 

(6) Stay the contested action by the agency pending the outcome 
of the case, upon such terms as he the administrative law judge 
deems proper, and subject to the provisions of G.S. 1A-1, 
Rule 65; 

(7) Determine whether the hearing shall be recorded by a 
stenographer or by an electronic device; and 

(8) Enter an order returnable in the General Court of Justice, 
Superior Court Division, to show cause why the person should 
not be held in contempt. The Court shall have the power to 
impose punishment as for contempt for any act which would 
constitute direct or indirect contempt if the act occurred in an 
action pending in Superior Court. 

(9) Determine that a rule as applied in a particular case is void 
because (1) it is not within the statutory authority of the 
agency, (2) is not clear and unambiguous to persons it is 
intended to direct, guide, or assist, or (3) is not reasonably 
necessary to enable the agency to fulfill a duty delegated to it 
by the General Assembly. 

(9a) Determine that a policy, guideline, or other interpretive 
statement that a State agency has sought to implement or 
enforce is unenforceable because it is in violation of 
G.S. 150B-18. The administrative law judge may order the 
refund of any payments or receipts of any kind collected

pursuant to a policy, guideline, or other interpretive statement 
determined to be unenforceable pursuant to this subdivision. 
The administrative law judge may stay the determination of 
unenforceability in order to allow the agency to adopt the 
policy, guideline, or other interpretive statement as a rule.

(c) An administrative law judge shall not have the authority to order the 
assessment of reasonable attorneys' fees and witnesses' fees upon a finding 
that the State agency has sought to implement or enforce a policy, guideline, 
or other interpretive statement related to the State Medicaid or NC Health 
Choice program in violation of G.S. 150B-18." 

SECTION 8.  G.S. 150B-21.3 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 150B-21.3.  Effective date of rules. 

(a) Temporary and Emergency Rules. - A temporary rule or an 
emergency rule becomes effective on the date the Codifier of Rules enters the 
rule in the North Carolina Administrative Code. 

(b) Permanent Rule. - A permanent rule approved by the Commission 
becomes effective on the first day of the month following the month the rule 
is approved by the Commission, unless the Commission received written 
objections to the rule in accordance with subsection (b2) of this section, or 
unless subsection (b) of G.S. 150B-21.3B or the agency that adopted the rule 
specifies a later effective date. 

(b1) Delayed Effective Dates. - Except as provided in G.S. 14-4.1, if the 
Commission received written objections to the rule in accordance with 
subsection (b2) of this section, the rule becomes effective on the earlier of the 
thirty-first legislative day or the day of adjournment of the next regular 
session of the General Assembly that begins at least 25 days after the date the 
Commission approved the rule, unless a different effective date applies under 
this section. If a bill that specifically disapproves the rule is introduced in 
either house of the General Assembly before the thirty-first legislative day of 
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that session, the rule becomes effective on the earlier of either the day an 
unfavorable final action is taken on the bill or the day that session of the 
General Assembly adjourns without ratifying a bill that specifically 
disapproves the rule. If the agency adopting the rule specifies a later effective 
date than the date that would otherwise apply under this subsection, the later 
date applies. A permanent rule that is not approved by the Commission or 
that is specifically disapproved by a bill enacted into law before it becomes 
effective does not become effective. 

A bill specifically disapproves a rule if it contains a provision that refers 
to the rule by appropriate North Carolina Administrative Code citation and 
states that the rule is disapproved. Notwithstanding any rule of either house 
of the General Assembly, any member of the General Assembly may 
introduce a bill during the first 30 legislative days of any regular session to 
disapprove a rule that has been approved by the Commission and that either 
has not become effective or has become effective by executive order under 
subsection (c) of this section. 

(b2) Objection. - Any person who objects to the adoption of a permanent 
rule may submit written comments to the agency. If the objection is not 
resolved prior to adoption of the rule, a person may submit written objections 
to the Commission. If the Commission receives written objections from 10 
or more persons, no later than 5:00 P.M. of the day following the day the 
Commission approves the rule, clearly requesting review by the legislature in 
accordance with instructions posted on the agency's Web site pursuant to 
G.S. 150B-19.1(c)(4), and the Commission approves the rule, the rule will 
become effective as provided in subsection (b1) of this section. The 
Commission shall notify the agency that the rule is subject to legislative 
disapproval on the day following the day it receives 10 or more written 
objections. When the requirements of this subsection have been met and a 
rule is subject to legislative disapproval, the agency may adopt the rule as a 
temporary rule if the rule would have met the criteria listed in G.S. 150B-
21.1(a) at the time the notice of text for the permanent rule was published in 
the North Carolina Register. If the Commission receives objections from 10 
or more persons clearly requesting review by the legislature, and the rule 
objected to is one of a group of related rules adopted by the agency at the 
same time, the agency that adopted the rule may cause any of the other rules 
in the group to become effective as provided in subsection (b1) of this section 
by submitting a written statement to that effect to the Commission before the 
other rules become effective. 

(c) Executive Order Exception. - The Governor may, by executive 
order, make effective a permanent rule that has been approved by the 
Commission but the effective date of which has been delayed in accordance 
with subsection (b1) of this section upon finding that it is necessary that the 
rule become effective in order to protect public health, safety, or welfare. A 
rule made effective by executive order becomes effective on the date the

order is issued or at a later date specified in the order. When the Codifier of 
Rules enters in the North Carolina Administrative Code a rule made effective 
by executive order, the entry must reflect this action. 

A rule that is made effective by executive order remains in effect unless 
it is specifically disapproved by the General Assembly in a bill enacted into 
law on or before the day of adjournment of the regular session of the General 
Assembly that begins at least 25 days after the date the executive order is issued. 
A rule that is made effective by executive order and that is specifically disapproved 
by a bill enacted into law is repealed as of the date specified in the bill. If a 
rule that is made effective by executive order is not specifically disapproved 
by a bill enacted into law within the time set by this subsection, the Codifier 
of Rules must note this in the North Carolina Administrative Code. 

(c1) Fees. - Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, a rule 
that establishes a new fee or increases an existing fee shall not become 
effective until the agency has complied with the requirements of G.S. 12-3.1. 

(d) Legislative Day and Day of Adjournment. - As used in this section: 
(1) A "legislative day" is a day on which either house of the 

General Assembly convenes in regular session. 
(2) The "day of adjournment" of a regular session held in an 

odd-numbered year is the day the General Assembly 
adjourns by joint resolution or by operation of law for more 
than 30 days. 

(3) The "day of adjournment" of a regular session held in an 
even-numbered year is the day the General Assembly 
adjourns sine die. 

(e) OSHA Standard. - A permanent rule concerning an occupational 
safety and health standard that is adopted by the Occupational Safety and 
Health Division of the Department of Labor and is identical to a federal 
regulation promulgated by the Secretary of the United States Department 
of Labor becomes effective on the date the Division delivers the rule to the 
Codifier of Rules, unless the Division specifies a later effective date.

OPERATE TEMPORARY OUTDOOR DINING AND BEVERAGE 
SERVICE OPTIONS. 
The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 

SECTION 1.(a)  Notwithstanding Executive Order No. 141, Easing 
Restrictions on Travel, Business Operations, and Mass Gatherings: Phase 
Two, issued by Governor Roy A. Cooper on May 20, 2020, any establishment 
that prepares or serves food or drink, as defined in and regulated under Part 
6 of Article 8 of Chapter 130A of the General Statutes, may open and operate 
its food and drink service for on-premises consumption provided all of the 
following apply: 

(1) The establishment was in existence on March 10, 2020, is 
properly licensed and permitted, and holds all necessary State 
and local regulatory permits, including, if applicable, any 
necessary ABC permits. 

(2) If the establishment holds ABC permits, the establishment is 
not any of the following: 
a. A private club as defined by G.S. 18B-1000. 
b. A private bar as defined by G.S. 18B-1000. 
c. A winery permitted pursuant to G.S. 18B-1101 or 

G.S. 18B-1102. 
d. A distillery permitted pursuant to G.S. 18B-1105. 

(3) The food and drink service operation for on-premises consumption 
is limited to any authorized indoor seating and to the outdoor 
seating location. The owner or owners of that outdoor seating 
location must have granted the establishment permission to 
use the location for its food and drink service operation. 

(4) The outdoor food and drink service seating capacity is limited 
to fifty percent (50%) of the current indoor seating capacity of 
the establishment, or 100 customers, whichever is less. 

(5) The outdoor seating location is on the same parcel or is contiguous 
to or in close proximity to the underlying establishment and 
contains or has access to lavatory and toilet facilities for 
employees and customers as required for such establishments 
under rules established by the North Carolina Department of 
Health and Human Services. 
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(6) If the establishment holds ABC permits and serves alcohol 
pursuant to those permits, the outdoor seating location must 
have delineated vertical boundaries that the consumer would 
recognize as indicating the boundaries that physically separate 
areas where consumption of alcohol is allowed from areas open 
to the general public other than customers of the establishment. 

(7) The establishment maintains and enforces the social 
distancing requirements recommended by the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention and the North Carolina 
Department of Health and Human Services. 

(8) The establishment complies with all rules and regulations 
promulgated by the Division of Public Health of the North 
Carolina Department of Health and Human Services applicable 
to outdoor food and drink service. 

(9) The outdoor seating location may include a covered patio or 
areas covered by tents, awnings, tarps, umbrellas, or other similar 
coverings. For purposes of this subdivision, "tent" shall mean 
a temporary structure, with or without side panels, constructed 
by draping or otherwise attaching sheets of fabric, plastic, or 
other material to a framework of poles or supports. 

(10) The outdoor seating location may include areas on a public 
sidewalk if the local government allows through its ordinances 
or permitting process the use of public sidewalks for the service 
of and consumption of food or drink and the establishment 
obtains any necessary local government approval.

SECTION 1.(b)  Notwithstanding Executive Order No. 141, Easing 
Restrictions on Travel, Business Operations, and Mass Gatherings: Phase 
Two, issued by Governor Roy A. Cooper on May 20, 2020, any (i) private 
club or private bar as defined by G.S. 18B-1000, (ii) winery permitted 
pursuant to G.S. 18B-1101 or G.S. 18B-1102, or (iii) distillery permitted 
pursuant to G.S. 18B-1105 may open and serve alcohol for on-premises 
consumption provided all of the following apply: 
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(1) The establishment was in existence on March 10, 2020, is properly 
licensed and permitted, and holds all necessary State and local 
regulatory permits, including any necessary ABC permits. 

(2) The service is limited to an outdoor seating location and the 
owner or owners of that outdoor seating location have granted 
the establishment permission to use the location for its service. 

(3) The outdoor seating location is on the same parcel or is contiguous 
to or in close proximity to the underlying establishment and 
contains or has access to lavatory and toilet facilities for 
employees and customers as required for such establishments 
under rules established by the North Carolina Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Commission. 

(4) The outdoor seating location has delineated vertical boundaries 
that the consumer would recognize as indicating the boundaries 
that physically separate areas where consumption of alcohol 
is allowed from areas open to the general public other than 
customers of the establishment. 

(5) The outdoor service seating capacity is limited to fifty percent 
(50%) of the current indoor seating capacity of the establishment, 
or 100 customers, whichever is less.

Nothing in 
this act is intended to require a local government to approve 
the use of public sidewalks for the service of and consumption 
of food or drink. 

(10) The outdoor seating location may include areas on a public 
street if the local government allows through its ordinances or 
permitting process the use of public streets during periods of 
temporary street closure for the service of and consumption of 
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food or drink and the establishment obtains any necessary 
local government approval. Nothing in this act is intended to 
require a local government to temporarily close public streets 
for the service of and consumption of food or drink or to allow 
the service of and consumption of food or drink on public 
streets during a period of temporary closure. 

SECTION 1.(c)  The outdoor seating area authorized in subsections 
(a) and (b) of this section shall not be prohibited by a municipality or county 
because the outdoor seating area is not a permitted use for operation of food 
and drink services under zoning ordinances. 

SECTION 2.  This act is effective when it becomes law and expires 
when Executive Order No. 141, issued on May 20, 2020, is repealed, replaced, 
or rescinded.

(a) Award Recommendation. - When the dollar value of a contract to be 
awarded under Article 3 of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes exceeds the 
benchmark established pursuant to G.S. 143-53.1, an award recommendation 
shall be submitted to the State Purchasing Officer for approval or other action. 
The State Purchasing Officer shall promptly notify the agency or institution 
making the recommendation, or for which the purchase is to be made, of the 
action taken. 

(b) through (d) Repealed by Session Laws 2013-234, s. 4, effective 
July 3, 2013. 

(e) Reporting. - The State Procurement Officer shall provide a monthly 
report of all contract awards greater than twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) the benchmark established under G.S. 143-53.1 approved through 
the Division of Purchase and Contract to the Cochairs of the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Governmental Operations. The report shall include the amount 
of the award, the award recipient, the using agency, and a short description 
of the nature of the award." 

SECTION 1.2.  G.S. 143-53 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 143-53.  Rules. 

(a) The Secretary of Administration may adopt rules governing the following: 
(1) Prescribing the routine and procedures to be followed in 

canvassing bids and awarding contracts, and for reviewing 
decisions made pursuant thereto, and the decision of the 
reviewing body shall be the final administrative review. The 
Division of Purchase and Contract shall review and decide a 
protest on a contract valued at twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) or more. an amount that exceeds the benchmark 
established under G.S. 143-53.1. The Secretary shall adopt 
rules or criteria governing the review of and decision on a 
protest on a contract of less than twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) valued at or below the benchmark established under 
G.S. 143-53.1 by the agency that awarded the contract. 

… 
(5) Prescribing conditions under which purchases and contracts 

for the purchase, installment or lease-purchase, rental or lease 
of goods and services may be entered into by means other than 
competitive bidding, including, but not limited to, negotiation, 
reverse auctions, and acceptance of electronic bids. 
Notwithstanding the provisions of subsections (a) and (b) of 
this section, any waiver of competition for the purchase, rental, 
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or lease of goods and services is subject to prior review by the 
Secretary, if the expenditure exceeds ten thousand dollars 
($10,000). the benchmark established under G.S. 143-53.1. 
The Division may levy a fee, not to exceed one dollar ($1.00), 
for review of each waiver application. 

…." 
SECTION 1.3.  G.S. 143-53.1(a) reads as rewritten: 

"(a) On and after July 1, 2014, the procedures prescribed by G.S. 143-52 
with respect to competitive bids and the bid value benchmark authorized by 
G.S. 143-53(a)(2) with respect to rule making by the Secretary of 
Administration for competitive bidding shall promote compliance with the 
principles of procurement efficiency, transparency, and fair competition to 
obtain the State's business. For State departments, institutions, and agencies, 
except the President of The University of North Carolina or a special 
responsibility constituent institution of The University of North Carolina and 
community colleges, the benchmark shall not be greater than one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000). For the President of The University of North 
Carolina or a special responsibility constituent institution of The University 
of North Carolina, the benchmark prescribed in this section is as provided in 
G.S. 116-31.10. For community colleges, the benchmark prescribed in this 
section is as provided in G.S. 115D-58.14." 

SECTION 1.4.  G.S. 143-57 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 143-57.  Purchases of articles in certain emergencies. 

In case of any emergency or pressing need arising from unforeseen 
causes including but not limited to delay by contractors, delay in 
transportation, breakdown in machinery, or unanticipated volume of work, 
the Secretary of Administration shall have power to obtain or authorize 
obtaining in the open market any necessary supplies, materials, equipment, 
printing or services for immediate delivery to any department, institution or 
agency of the State government. A report on the circumstances of such 
emergency or need and the transactions thereunder shall be made a matter of 
record promptly thereafter. If the expenditure exceeds ten thousand dollars 
($10,000), the benchmark established under G.S. 143-53.1, the report shall 
also be made promptly thereafter to the Division of Purchase and Contract." 

SECTION 1.5.  G.S. 143-57.1 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 143-57.1.  Furniture requirements contracts. 

(a) State Furniture Requirements Contract. - To ensure agencies access 
to sufficient sources of furniture supply and service, to provide agencies the 
necessary flexibility to obtain furniture that is compatible with interior 
architectural design and needs, to provide small and disadvantaged businesses 
additional opportunities to participate on State requirements contracts, and to 
restore the traditional use of multiple award contracts for purchasing furniture 
requirements, each State furniture requirements contract shall be awarded on 
a multiple award basis, subject to the following conditions: 

… 
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(3) For each category of goods under each State requirements 
furniture contract, awards shall be made to at least three qualified 
vendors unless three qualified vendors are not available. 
Additionally, if the State Purchasing Officer determines that 
there are no qualified vendors within the three best qualified 
vendors who offer furniture manufactured or produced in 
North Carolina or who are incorporated in the State, the State 
Purchasing Officer shall expand the number of qualified 
vendors awarded contracts to as many qualified vendors as is 
necessary to include a qualified vendor who offers furniture 
manufactured or produced in North Carolina or who is 
incorporated in the State, but the State Purchasing Officer 
shall not be required to expand the number of qualified vendors 
to more than six qualified vendors. A vendor is qualified 
under this subsection if the vendor's products conform to the 
term contract specifications, the vendor is listed on the State's 
qualified products list, specifications and the vendor submits 
a responsive bid.

SECTION 1.6.  Part I of this act is effective when it becomes law 

and applies to contracts entered into on or after that date. 
 
PART II. GLOBAL TRANSPARK PROVISIONS 

SECTION 2.1.  Article 31 of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes is 
amended by adding a new section to read: 
"§ 58-31-2.  Certain buildings of North Carolina Global TransPark exempt. 

(a) A building located on State lands that is privately owned or privately 
leased, and located within the North Carolina Global TransPark, is exempt 
from application of this Article provided that (i) the North Carolina Global 
TransPark Authority requires a private owner or private lessee to obtain 
adequate insurance to cover fire losses to underlying and surrounding real 
property owned by the State, (ii) the private owner or private lessee obtains 
and maintains adequate insurance naming the Authority and the Department 
of Transportation as an additional insured for fire losses, and (iii) the 
Authority discloses to the private owner or private lessee that the State of 
North Carolina shall not reinsure that building and the building is exempt 
from the State Property Fire Insurance Fund coverage for fires losses. 

(b) The minimum amount of insurance that will be required under 
subsection (a) of this section is one million dollars ($1,000,000) per 
occurrence and two million dollars ($2,000,000) aggregate per occurrence. 

(c) The North Carolina Global TransPark Authority shall notify the 
Commissioner of Insurance in writing that the Authority is entering into a 
contract or modifying a contract for which the exemption under this section 
would apply at least 30 days prior to entering into or modifying that contract. 
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The Authority shall consult with the Commissioner of Insurance regarding 
the adequacy of insurance for fire losses required by this section during 
this period." 

SECTION 2.2.  G.S. 63A-24(a) is amended by adding two new 
subdivisions to read: 

"(4) Article 31 of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes shall not 
apply to a building located on State lands that is (i) privately 
owned or privately leased and (ii) located within the North 
Carolina Global TransPark, provided the requirements of 
G.S. 58-31-2 are met. 

(5) Plan approvals by the Department of Administration for 
buildings, facilities, or projects located on State lands that are 
(i) privately owned or privately leased and (ii) located within 
the North Carolina Global TransPark do not apply, as 
provided in G.S. 143-341(3)a. and G.S. 143-345.11(a)." 

SECTION 2.3.  G.S. 143-139(e) reads as rewritten: 
"(e) State Buildings. - With respect to State buildings, the Department of 

Administration shall have general supervision, through the Office of State 
Construction, of the administration and enforcement of all sections of the North 
Carolina State Building Code pertaining to plumbing, electrical systems, 
general building restrictions and regulations, heating and air conditioning, fire 
protection, and the construction of buildings generally, except those sections 
of the Code the enforcement of which is specifically allocated to other agencies 
by subsections (c) and (d) of this section, and shall also exercise all remedies as 
provided in subsection (b1) of this section. The Department of Administration 
shall be the only agency with the authority to seek remedies pursuant to this 
section with respect to State buildings. Except as provided herein, nothing in 
this subsection shall be construed to abrogate the authority of the Commissioner 
of Insurance under G.S. 58-31-40 or any other provision of law. For the 
purposes of this subsection, "State buildings" does not include buildings, 
facilities, or projects located on State lands that are (i) privately owned or 
privately leased and (ii) located within the North Carolina Global TransPark." 

SECTION 2.4.  G.S. 143-341(3)a. reads as rewritten: 
"a. To examine and approve all plans and specifications for 

the construction or renovation of:of the following: 
1. All State buildings or buildings located on State 

lands, except those buildings over which a local 
building code inspection department has and 
exercises jurisdiction; andjurisdiction. For the 
purposes of this sub-sub-subdivision, buildings, 
facilities, or projects located on State lands that 
are (i) privately owned or privately leased and 
(ii) located within the North Carolina Global 
TransPark are exempt. 
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2. All community college buildings requiring the 
estimated expenditure for construction or repair 
work for which public bidding is required under 
G.S. 143-129 prior to the awarding of a contract 
for such work; and to examine and approve all 
changes in those plans and specifications made after 
the contract for such work has been awarded." 

SECTION 2.5.  G.S. 143-345.11(a) reads as rewritten: 
"(a) No agency or other person authorized or directed by law to select a 

plan and erect a building for the use of the State or any State institution shall 
receive and approve of the plan until it is submitted to and approved by the 
Secretary as to State construction standards and at a minimum as to the safety 
of the proposed building from fire, including the property's occupants or 
contents. For the purposes of this subsection, buildings, facilities, or projects 
located on State lands that are (i) privately owned or privately leased and (ii) 
located within the North Carolina Global TransPark are exempt." 

SECTION 2.6.  Part II of this act becomes effective October 1, 2020, 
and applies to projects initiated or contracts entered into, renewed, or modified 
on or after that date. 
 
PART III. PRISON SOFTWARE MANAGEMENT PILOT PROGRAM 
 
TRANSFER/APPROPRIATION 

SECTION 3.1.  There is transferred from the Statewide Misdemeanant 
Confinement Fund (Budget Code: 24550; Fund Code: 2325) to the Department 
of Public Safety, Division of Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice (Budget 
Code: 14550; Fund Code: 1399) the sum of one million eight hundred 
thousand dollars ($1,800,000) in nonrecurring funds for the 2020-2021 fiscal 
year to be used to develop and administer a Prison Software Management 
Pilot Program (Prison Pilot Program) to be implemented at Bertie Correctional 
Institution (BCI) and Pasquotank Correctional Institution (PCI). 
 
PURPOSE OF PRISON PILOT PROGRAM/STARTING DEADLINE 

SECTION 3.2.(a)  The purpose of the Prison Pilot Program funded 
in Section 3.1 of this act is to work with the most qualified technology 
vendors to (i) transform the State Prison Management Information Systems 
with software infrastructure and equipment upgrades and (ii) deploy a mobile 
inmate tracking system, both of which will enable the Department of Public 
Safety, Division of Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, to create a new 
shared database platform to replace the current OPUS System. 

SECTION 3.2.(b)  The Department of Public Safety, Division of 
Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, shall retain the Prison Pilot Program 
vendors necessitated by subdivisions (2) and (3) of Section 3.3 of this act and 
subdivision (9) of Section 3.4 of this act by August 15, 2020. 
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SECTION 3.2.(c)  The Department of Public Safety, Division of 
Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, shall retain the Prison Pilot Program 
vendors necessitated by subdivision (1) of Section 3.3 of this act and 
subdivisions (1) through (8) of Section 3.4 of this act by September 15, 2020. 

SECTION 3.2.(d)  The Department of Public Safety, Division of 
Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, shall begin operating the Prison Pilot 
Program by October 15, 2020. 
 
USE OF FUNDS 

SECTION 3.3.  The funds appropriated in Section 3.1 of this act 
shall be used as follows: 

(1) No more than six hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) shall 
be used to deploy an inmate tracking system at BCI and PCI. 

(2) No more than two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) 
shall be used to (i) assist the Division with managing the 
process to implement the Prison Pilot Program, (ii) assist the 
Division in ascertaining the companies that will be involved 
with the Prison Pilot Program, (iii) assist the Division in 
setting the ground rules for the Prison Pilot Program for any 
participating companies to follow, (iv) assist the Division in 
negotiating any costs for these participating companies, (v) 
assist the Division in developing metrics, so the performance 
of any participants can be accurately and fairly measured and 
the results are logical and easy to understand, and (vi) assist 
the Department of Public Safety in developing the strategic 
development plan to replace the OPUS System. 

(3) No more than nine hundred fifty thousand dollars ($950,000) 
shall be used to perform any necessary needs assessments, 
assist in the selection of a vendor in accordance with State 
purchasing statutes, provide a process to vet the vendors 
involved, and organize the proper scenarios to vet vendors 
involved, including, but not limited to, (i) demonstrations, (ii) 
workshops, (iii) executive roundtables, (iv) technology road 
map presentations, (v) creating and managing a grading 
metric to ensure there are measurable results that can be used 
for a decision, (vi) assisting in negotiating the price, terms, 
and conditions of a contract, and (vii) assisting the Division in 
managing the multiyear implementation of a system to replace 
OPUS in the State's 55 prisons. 

 
VENDOR REQUIREMENTS 

SECTION 3.4.  The requirements to select the qualified technology 
vendors to create the Prison Pilot Program referenced in Sections 3.1 through 3.3 
of this act shall include each of the following: 
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(1) The ability to efficiently and seamlessly integrate the Prison 
Pilot Program with the Administrative Office of the Courts Case 
Management System, North Carolina Warrant Repository, 
Criminal Justice Law Enforcement Automated Data Services 
application, E-Citation system, and North Carolina Government 
Data Analytics Center. 

(2) The ability to efficiently and seamlessly integrate the Prison 
Pilot Program with local jail management software systems. 

(3) Proof of current contracts with North Carolina sheriffs' offices for 
local jail management and record management software services. 

(4) At least one vendor that (i) uses radio-frequency identification 
(RFID) technology and supports real-time business and artificial 
intelligence and (ii) can embed digital video evidence gathering 
tools while integrating with the current OPUS System. 

(5) At least one vendor that has the ability to receive daily active 
inmate roster data with inmate housing information in order 
to organize daily inmate mail for a more efficient mail 
distribution process. 

(6) The ability to run the Prison Pilot Program natively on AWS 
GovCloud. 

(7) Proof of prior deployment of at least three active and fully 
functional installations within the State. 

(8) A willingness to provide cybersecurity services for the Prison 
Pilot Program. 

(9) A North Carolina-based service provider to provide the services 
discussed in subdivisions (2) and (3) of Section 3.3 of this act. 
The service provider shall have (i) knowledge of and experience 
with State public safety software systems, (ii) knowledge of 
and experience with public safety software systems used in 
county jails, (iii) expertise in the selection and procurement of 
public safety software systems, including contract negotiations, 
(iv) specific knowledge of and expertise in the interoperability 
of disparate software systems being interfaced or integrated 
together, and (v) specific expertise in the management of 
large-scale, multiyear public safety software implementation. 

 
REPORTING REQUIREMENT 

SECTION 3.5.(a)  The Department of Public Safety, Division of 
Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, shall report to the Senate Select 
Committee on Prison Safety no later than January 8, 2021. The report shall 
be a project status update. 

SECTION 3.5.(b)  The Department of Public Safety, Division of 
Adult Correction and Juvenile Justice, shall give a final report to the Joint 
Legislative Oversight Committee on Justice and Public Safety no later than 
April 1, 2021. 
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SECTION 3.5.(c)  The final report required by Section 3.5(b) shall 
include, at a minimum, the following: 

(1) A strategic development plan for replacing the OPUS System 
with a fully integrated Correctional Management System that 
integrates (i) the Administrative Office of the Courts Case 
Management System, (ii) an Inmate Mobile Tracking System, 
and (iii) a Mail Management System. 

(2) Recommendations of how the Prison Pilot Program can 
be improved. 

(3) Recommendations of what resources would be needed to 
implement the Prison Pilot Program statewide.

(1) Adopt and amend bylaws and rules and regulations;regulations. 
(2) Adopt and amend budgets for revenues, expenditures, and 

reserves and collect assessments for common expenses from 
unit owners;owners. 

(3) Hire and terminate managing agents and other employees, 
agents, and independent contractors;contractors. 

(4) Institute, defend, or intervene in its own name in litigation 
or administrative proceedings on matters affecting the 
condominium;condominium. 

(5) Make contracts and incur liabilities;liabilities. 
(6) Regulate the use, maintenance, repair, replacement, and 

modification of common elements;elements. 
(7) Cause additional improvements to be made as a part of the 

common elements;elements. 
(8) Acquire, hold, encumber, and convey in its own name any right, 

title, or interest to real or personal property, provided that 
common elements may be conveyed or subjected to a security 
interest only pursuant to G.S. 47C-3-112;G.S. 47C-3-112. 

(9) Grant easements, leases, licenses, and concessions through or 
over the common elements;elements. 

(10) Impose and receive any payments, fees, or charges for the use, 
rental, or operation of the common elements other than limited 
common elements described in subsections 47C-2-102(2) and 
(4) and for services provided to unit owners;owners. 
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(11) Impose charges for late payment of assessments, not to exceed 
the greater of twenty dollars ($20.00) per month or ten percent 
(10%) of any assessment installment unpaid and, after notice 
and an opportunity to be heard, suspend privileges or services 
provided by the association (except rights of access to lots) 
during any period that assessments or other amounts due and 
owing to the association remain unpaid for a period of 30 days 
or longer, and levy reasonable fines not to exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) (G.S. 47C-3-107.1) for violations of the 
declaration, bylaws, and rules and regulations of the association. 

(12) Impose reasonable charges for the preparation and recordation 
of amendments to the declaration, declaration or resale 
certificates required by G.S. 47C-4-109, or statements of 
unpaid assessments;G.S. 47C-4-109. 

(12a) Impose reasonable charges in connection with the preparation 
of statements of unpaid assessments, which must be furnished 
within 10 business days after receipt of the request, in an 
amount not to exceed one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) per 
statement or request, and an additional expedite fee in an 
amount not to exceed fifty dollars ($50.00) if the request is 
made within 48 hours of closing, all of which charges may be 
collected by the association, its managers, or its agents. 

(13) Provide for the indemnification of and maintain liability 
insurance for its officers, executive board, directors, employees 
and agents;agents. 

(14) Assign its right to future income, including the right to receive 
common expense assessments. 

(15) Exercise all other powers that may be exercised in this State 
by legal entities of the same types as the association; 
andassociation. 

(16) Exercise any other powers necessary and proper for the 
governance and operation of the association." 

SECTION 4.(b)  G.S. 47C-3-118(b) reads as rewritten: 
"(b) The association, upon written request, shall furnish a unit owner or 

the unit owner's authorized agents a statement setting forth the amount of 
unpaid assessments and other charges against a unit. The statement shall be 
furnished within 10 business days after receipt of the request and is binding 
on the association, the executive board, and every unit owner. The 
association, its managers, or its agents may charge a reasonable fee for 
providing statements of unpaid assessments and other charges, not to exceed 
one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) per statement or request, and an 
additional expedite fee in an amount not to exceed fifty dollars ($50.00) if the 
request is made within 48 hours of closing."

(4) Institute, defend, or intervene in litigation or administrative 
proceedings on matters affecting the planned 
community;community. 

(5) Make contracts and incur liabilities;liabilities. 
(6) Regulate the use, maintenance, repair, replacement, and 

modification of common elements;elements. 
(7) Cause additional improvements to be made as a part of the 

common elements;elements. 
(8) Acquire, hold, encumber, and convey in its own name any right, 

title, or interest to real or personal property, provided that 
common elements may be conveyed or subjected to a security 
interest only pursuant to G.S. 47F-3-112;G.S. 47F-3-112.

(5) Contactless check-in is available, including propping open all 
entry doors when possible, or facilities may review possible 
HVAC system upgrades to promote improved air filtration 
and at a minimum provide MERV 11 level filtration. 
Markings are on the ground to denote proper social distancing 
of at least 6 feet in the check-in area. 

(6) Sanitation spray bottles with disinfectant or disinfectant wipes 
that are EPA-approved for SARS-CoV-2 (the virus that causes 
COVID-19) are available throughout the establishment. 

(7) Hand sanitizer stations are available throughout the 
establishment. All hand sanitizer is comprised of at least sixty 
percent (60%) alcohol. 

(8) Employees conduct frequent routine cleanings of high-touch 
equipment and high-use areas while the establishment is open 
and conduct a deep clean of the entire establishment after the 
close of business every day. For establishments that are open 
24 hours a day, a deep clean of the entire establishment must 
occur at least once every 24 hours. Disinfectants that are 
EPA-approved for SARS-CoV-2 (the virus that causes 
COVID-19) are used for all cleanings. 

(9) For open space cardiovascular, weight training, and exercise 
areas, the following practices must be maintained: 
a. Cardiovascular and weight training equipment is used 

in a manner to ensure social distancing of at least 6 feet. 
b. Signage directs foot traffic for social distancing. 
c. Employees monitor the areas for social distancing and 

to ensure that equipment is being cleaned with 
disinfectant or disinfectant wipes after each user. 

(10) For studio and group fitness classes, the following practices 
must be maintained: 
a. Markings are on the ground at the entrances to classes 

to denote proper social distancing of at least 6 feet apart. 
b. Participants must maintain social distancing of at least 

6 feet during the classes. 
c. Stations or equipment used during classes is arranged 

and used in a manner to ensure social distancing of at 
least 6 feet. 
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d. All doors to studio and group fitness classes must 
remain open when possible, or facilities may review 
possible HVAC system upgrades to promote improved 
air filtration and at a minimum provide MERV 11 
level filtration. 

e. All rooms and any equipment used must be thoroughly 
cleaned between classes. 

(11) On-premises child care is limited to fifty percent (50%) of its 
current allowed occupancy. 

(12) Social distancing of at least 6 feet is employed on all open 
courts and fields. 

(13) All personal hygiene areas and amenity services are closed, 
except for toilets, lavatories, and lockers where social 
distancing must be maintained. 

(14) Water fountains are limited to filling water bottles only. 
(15) Signage is posted to remind employees, members, and visitors 

of the social distancing and sanitation requirements in place. 
SECTION 2.  This act is effective when it becomes law and expires 

when Executive Order No. 147, issued on June 24, 2020, is repealed, 
replaced, or rescinded.

This Article provides for the regulation of public swimming pools in the 
State as they may affect the public health and safety. As used in this Article, 
the term "public swimming pool" means any structure, chamber, or tank 
containing an artificial body of water used by the public for swimming, 
diving, wading, recreation, or therapy, together with buildings, appurtenances, 
and equipment used in connection with the body of water, regardless of 
whether a fee is charged for its use. The term includes municipal, school, 
hotel, motel, apartment, boarding house, athletic club, or other membership 
facility pools and spas, spas operating for display at temporary events, and 
artificial swimming lagoons. As used in this Article, an "artificial swimming 
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lagoon" means any body of water used for recreational purposes with more 
than 20,000 square feet of surface area, an artificial liner, and a method of 
disinfectant that results in a disinfectant residual in the swimming zone that 
is protective of the public health. This Article does not apply to a private pool 
serving a single family dwelling and used only by the residents of the 
dwelling and their guests. This Article also does not apply to therapeutic pools 
used in physical therapy programs operated by medical facilities licensed by 
the Department or operated by a licensed physical therapist, nor to therapeutic 
chambers drained, cleaned, and refilled after each individual use."

ASSOCIATION, AND REQUIRE AN ATTORNEY TO REPRESENT THE

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 
 
PART I. PSYCHOLOGY INTERJURISDICTIONAL LICENSURE 
COMPACT 

SECTION 1.(a)  Article 18A of Chapter 90 of the General Statutes, 
G.S. 90-270.1 through G.S. 90-270.22, is recodified as Article 18G of 
Chapter 90 of the General Statutes, G.S. 90-270.135 through G.S. 90-270.159. 

SECTION 1.(b)  Chapter 90 of the General Statutes is amended by 
adding a new Article to read: 
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"Article 18H. 
"Psychology Interjurisdictional Licensure Compact. 

"§ 90-270.160.  Purpose. 
This Compact is designed to achieve the following purposes and objectives: 

(1) Increase public access to professional psychological services 
by allowing for telepsychological practice across state lines as 
well as temporary in-person, face-to-face services into a state 
which the psychologist is not licensed to practice psychology. 

(2) Enhance the states' ability to protect the public's health and 
safety, especially client/patient safety. 

(3) Encourage the cooperation of Compact States in the areas of 
psychology licensure and regulation. 

(4) Facilitate the exchange of information between Compact 
States regarding psychologist licensure, adverse actions, and 
disciplinary history. 

(5) Promote compliance with the laws governing psychological 
practice in each Compact State. 

(6) Invest all Compact States with the authority to hold licensed 
psychologists accountable through the mutual recognition of 
Compact State licenses. 

"§ 90-270.161.  Definitions. 
(1) Adverse action. - Any action taken by a State Psychology 

Regulatory Authority which finds a violation of a statute or 
regulation that is identified by the State Psychology 
Regulatory Authority as discipline and is a matter of 
public record. 

(2) Association of State and Provincial Psychology Boards 
(ASPPB). - The recognized membership organization 
composed of State and Provincial Psychology Regulatory 
Authorities responsible for the licensure and registration of 
psychologists throughout the United States and Canada. 

(3) Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology. - A 
licensed psychologist's authority to practice telepsychology, 
within the limits authorized under this Compact, in another 
Compact State. 

(4) Bylaws. - Those Bylaws established by the Psychology 
Interjurisdictional Compact Commission pursuant to G.S. 90-
270.169 for its governance or for directing and controlling its 
actions and conduct. 

(5) Client/patient. - The recipient of psychological services, 
whether psychological services are delivered in the context of 
health care, corporate, supervision, and/or consulting services. 
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(6) Commissioner. - The voting representative appointed by 
each State Psychology Regulatory Authority pursuant to 
G.S. 90-270.169. 

(7) Compact State. - A state, the District of Columbia, or United 
States territory that has enacted this Compact legislation and 
which has not withdrawn pursuant to G.S. 90-270.172(c) or 
been terminated pursuant to G.S. 90-270.171(b). 

(8) Confidentiality. - The principle that data or information is 
not made available or disclosed to unauthorized persons 
and/or processes. 

(9) Coordinated Licensure Information System or Coordinated 
Database. - An integrated process for collecting, storing, and 
sharing information on psychologists' licensure and 
enforcement activities related to psychology licensure laws, 
which is administered by the recognized membership 
organization composed of State and Provincial Psychology 
Regulatory Authorities. 

(10) Day. - Any part of a day in which psychological work is performed. 
(11) Distant State. - The Compact State where a psychologist is 

physically present (not through the use of telecommunications 
technologies) to provide temporary in-person, face-to-face 
psychological services. 

(12) E.Passport. - A certificate issued by the Association of State 
and Provincial Psychology Boards (ASPPB) that promotes the 
standardization in the criteria of interjurisdictional telepsychology 
practice and facilitates the process for licensed psychologists 
to provide telepsychological services across state lines. 

(13) Executive Board. - A group of directors elected or appointed 
to act on behalf of, and within the powers granted to them by, 
the Commission. 

(14) Home State. - A Compact State where a psychologist is 
licensed to practice psychology. If the psychologist is licensed 
in more than one Compact State and is practicing under the 
Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology, the 
Home State is the Compact State where the psychologist is 
physically present when the telepsychological services are 
delivered. If the psychologist is licensed in more than one 
Compact State and is practicing under the Temporary 
Authorization to Practice, the Home State is any Compact 
State where the psychologist is licensed. 

(15) Identity History Summary. - A summary of information 
retained by the FBI, or other designee with similar authority, 
in connection with arrests and, in some instances, federal 
employment, naturalization, or military service. 
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(16) In-person, face-to-face. - Interactions in which the psychologist 
and the client/patient are in the same physical space and which 
does not include interactions that may occur through the use 
of telecommunication technologies. 

(17) Interjurisdictional Practice Certificate (IPC). - A certificate 
issued by the Association of State and Provincial Psychology 
Boards (ASPPB) that grants temporary authority to practice 
based on notification to the State Psychology Regulatory 
Authority of intention to practice temporarily and verification 
of one's qualifications for such practice. 

(18) License. - Authorization by a State Psychology Regulatory 
Authority to engage in the independent practice of psychology, 
which would be unlawful without the authorization. 

(19) Non-Compact State. - Any State which is not at the time a 
Compact State. 

(20) Psychologist. - An individual licensed for the independent 
practice of psychology. 

(21) Psychology Interjurisdictional Compact Commission 
(Commission). - The national administration of which all 
Compact States are members. 

(22) Receiving State. - A Compact State where the client/patient 
is physically located when the telepsychological services 
are delivered. 

(23) Rule. - A written statement by the Psychology Interjurisdictional 
Compact Commission promulgated pursuant to G.S. 90-270.170 
of the Compact that is of general applicability, implements, 
interprets, or prescribes a policy or provision of the Compact, 
or an organizational, procedural, or practice requirement of 
the Commission and has the force and effect of statutory law 
in a Compact State, and includes the amendment, repeal, or 
suspension of an existing rule. 

(24) Significant investigatory information. - 
a. Investigative information that a State Psychology 

Regulatory Authority, after a preliminary inquiry that 
includes notification and an opportunity to respond if 
required by state law, has reason to believe, if proven 
true, would indicate more than a violation of state 
statute or ethics code that would be considered more 
substantial than minor infraction; or 

b. Investigative information that indicates that the 
psychologist represents an immediate threat to public 
health and safety regardless of whether the psychologist 
has been notified and/or had an opportunity to respond. 

(25) State. - A state, commonwealth, territory, or possession of the 
United States or the District of Columbia. 
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(26) State Psychology Regulatory Authority. - The Board, office, 
or other agency with the legislative mandate to license and 
regulate the practice of psychology. 

(27) Telepsychology. - The provision of psychological services 
using telecommunication technologies. 

(28) Temporary Authorization to Practice. - A licensed psychologist's 
authority to conduct temporary in-person, face-to-face practice, 
within the limits authorized under this Compact, in another 
Compact State. 

(29) Temporary in-person, face-to-face practice. - Where a 
psychologist is physically present (not through the use of 
telecommunications technologies) in the Distant State to 
provide for the practice of psychology for 30 days within a 
calendar year and based on notification to the Distant State. 

"§ 90-270.162.  Home State licensure. 
(a) The Home State shall be a Compact State where a psychologist is 

licensed to practice psychology. 
(b) A psychologist may hold one or more Compact State licenses at a 

time. If the psychologist is licensed in more than one Compact State, the 
Home State is the Compact State where the psychologist is physically present 
when the services are delivered as authorized by the Authority to Practice 
Interjurisdictional Telepsychology under the terms of this Compact. 

(c) Any Compact State may require a psychologist not previously 
licensed in a Compact State to obtain and retain a license to be authorized to 
practice in the Compact State under circumstances not authorized by the 
Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology under the terms of 
this Compact. 

(d) Any Compact State may require a psychologist to obtain and retain 
a license to be authorized to practice in a Compact State under circumstances 
not authorized by Temporary Authorization to Practice under the terms of 
this Compact. 

(e) A Home State's license authorizes a psychologist to practice in a 
Receiving State under the Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional 
Telepsychology only if the Compact State: 

(1) Currently requires the psychologist to hold an active 
E.Passport; 

(2) Has a mechanism in place for receiving and investigating 
complaints about licensed individuals; 

(3) Notifies the Commission, in compliance with the terms 
herein, of any adverse action or significant investigatory 
information regarding a licensed individual; 

(4) Requires an Identity History Summary of all applicants at 
initial licensure, including the use of the results of fingerprints 
or other biometric data checks compliant with the requirements 
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of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), or other designee 
with similar authority, no later than 10 years after activation 
of the Compact; and 

(5) Complies with the Bylaws and Rules of the Commission. 
(f) A Home State's license grants Temporary Authorization to Practice 

to a psychologist in a Distant State only if the Compact State: 
(1) Currently requires the psychologist to hold an active IPC; 
(2) Has a mechanism in place for receiving and investigating 

complaints about licensed individuals; 
(3) Notifies the Commission, in compliance with the terms 

herein, of any adverse action or significant investigatory 
information regarding a licensed individual; 

(4) Requires an Identity History Summary of all applicants at 
initial licensure, including the use of the results of fingerprints 
or other biometric data checks compliant with the 
requirements of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), or 
other designee with similar authority, no later than 10 years 
after activation of the Compact; and 

(5) Complies with the Bylaws and Rules of the Commission. 
"§ 90-270.163.  Compact privilege to practice telepsychology. 

(a) Compact States shall recognize the right of a psychologist, licensed 
in a Compact State in conformance with G.S. 90-270.162, to practice 
telepsychology in other Compact States (Receiving States) in which the 
psychologist is not licensed, under the Authority to Practice 
Interjurisdictional Telepsychology as provided in the Compact. 

(b) To exercise the Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional 
Telepsychology under the terms and provisions of this Compact, a 
psychologist licensed to practice in a Compact State must: 

(1) Hold a graduate degree in psychology from an institute of 
higher education that was, at the time the degree was awarded: 
a. Regionally accredited by an accrediting body recognized 

by the U.S. Department of Education to grant graduate 
degrees, or authorized by Provincial Statute or Royal 
Charter to grant doctoral degrees; or 

b. A foreign college or university deemed to be equivalent 
to sub-subdivision a. of this subdivision by a foreign 
credential evaluation service that is a member of the 
National Association of Credential Evaluation Services 
(NACES) or by a recognized foreign credential 
evaluation service; and 

(2) Hold a graduate degree in psychology that meets the 
following criteria: 
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a. The program, wherever it may be administratively 
housed, must be clearly identified and labeled as a 
psychology program. Such a program must specify in 
pertinent institutional catalogues and brochures its 
intent to educate and train professional psychologists; 

b. The psychology program must stand as a recognizable, 
coherent, organizational entity within the institution; 

c. There must be a clear authority and primary 
responsibility for the core and specialty areas whether 
or not the program cuts across administrative lines; 

d. The program must consist of an integrated, organized 
sequence of study; 

e. There must be an identifiable psychology faculty sufficient 
in size and breadth to carry out its responsibilities; 

f. The designated director of the program must be a 
psychologist and a member of the core faculty; 

g. The program must have an identifiable body of students 
who are matriculated in that program for a degree; 

h. The program must include supervised practicum, 
internship, or field training appropriate to the practice 
of psychology; 

i. The curriculum shall encompass a minimum of three 
academic years of full-time graduate study for doctoral 
degree and a minimum of one academic year of full-
time graduate study for master's degree; 

j. The program includes an acceptable residency as 
defined by the Rules of the Commission. 

(3) Possess a current, full, and unrestricted license to practice 
psychology in a Home State that is a Compact State; 

(4) Have no history of adverse action that violates the Rules of 
the Commission; 

(5) Have no criminal record history reported on an Identity 
History Summary that violates the Rules of the Commission; 

(6) Possess a current, active E.Passport; 
(7) Provide attestations in regard to areas of intended practice, 

conformity with standards of practice, competence in 
telepsychology technology, criminal background, and 
knowledge and adherence to legal requirements in the home 
and receiving states, and provide a release of information to 
allow for primary source verification in a manner specified by 
the Commission; and 

(8) Meet other criteria as defined by the Rules of the Commission. 
(c) The Home State maintains authority over the license of any 

psychologist practicing into a Receiving State under the Authority to Practice 
Interjurisdictional Telepsychology. 
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(d) A psychologist practicing in a Receiving State under the Authority 
to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology will be subject to the 
Receiving State's scope of practice. A Receiving State may, in accordance 
with that state's due process law, limit or revoke a psychologist's Authority 
to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology in the Receiving State and may 
take any other necessary actions under the Receiving State's applicable law 
to protect the health and safety of the Receiving State's citizens. If a 
Receiving State takes action, the state shall promptly notify the Home State 
and the Commission. 

(e) If a psychologist's license in any Home State, another Compact 
State, or any Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology in any 
Receiving State is restricted, suspended, or otherwise limited, the E.Passport 
shall be revoked and, therefore, the psychologist shall not be eligible to 
practice telepsychology in a Compact State under the Authority to Practice 
Interjurisdictional Telepsychology. 
"§ 90-270.164.  Compact Temporary Authorization to Practice. 

(a) Compact States shall also recognize the right of a psychologist, 
licensed in a Compact State in conformance with G.S. 90-270.162, to practice 
temporarily in other Compact States (Distant States) in which the 
psychologist is not licensed, as provided in the Compact. 

(b) To exercise the Temporary Authorization to Practice under the terms 
and provisions of this Compact, a psychologist licensed to practice in a 
Compact State must: 

(1) Hold a graduate degree in psychology from an institute of 
higher education that was, at the time the degree was awarded: 
a. Regionally accredited by an accrediting body 

recognized by the U.S. Department of Education to 
grant graduate degrees, or authorized by Provincial 
Statute or Royal Charter to grant doctoral degrees; or 

b. A foreign college or university deemed to be equivalent 
to sub-subdivision a. of this subdivision by a foreign 
credential evaluation service that is a member of the 
National Association of Credential Evaluation Services 
(NACES) or by a recognized foreign credential 
evaluation service; and 

(2) Hold a graduate degree in psychology that meets the 
following criteria: 
a. The program, wherever it may be administratively 

housed, must be clearly identified and labeled as a 
psychology program. Such a program must specify in 
pertinent institutional catalogues and brochures its 
intent to educate and train professional psychologists; 

b. The psychology program must stand as a recognizable, 
coherent, organizational entity within the institution; 
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c. There must be a clear authority and primary 
responsibility for the core and specialty areas whether 
or not the program cuts across administrative lines; 

d. The program must consist of an integrated, organized 
sequence of study; 

e. There must be an identifiable psychology faculty sufficient 
in size and breadth to carry out its responsibilities; 

f. The designated director of the program must be a 
psychologist and a member of the core faculty; 

g. The program must have an identifiable body of students 
who are matriculated in that program for a degree; 

h. The program must include supervised practicum, 
internship, or field training appropriate to the practice 
of psychology; 

i. The curriculum shall encompass a minimum of three 
academic years of full-time graduate study for doctoral 
degrees and a minimum of one academic year of full-
time graduate study for master's degrees; 

j. The program includes an acceptable residency as 
defined by the Rules of the Commission. 

(3) Possess a current, full, and unrestricted license to practice 
psychology in a Home State that is a Compact State; 

(4) No history of adverse action that violates the Rules of the 
Commission; 

(5) No criminal record history that violates the Rules of the 
Commission; 

(6) Possess a current, active IPC; 
(7) Provide attestations in regard to areas of intended practice and 

work experience and provide a release of information to allow 
for primary source verification in a manner specified by the 
Commission; and 

(8) Meet other criteria as defined by the Rules of the Commission. 
(c) A psychologist practicing into a Distant State under the Temporary 

Authorization to Practice shall practice within the scope of practice 
authorized by the Distant State. 

(d) A psychologist practicing into a Distant State under the Temporary 
Authorization to Practice will be subject to the Distant State's authority and 
law. A Distant State may, in accordance with that state's due process law, 
limit or revoke a psychologist's Temporary Authorization to Practice in the 
Distant State and may take any other necessary actions under the Distant 
State's applicable law to protect the health and safety of the Distant State's 
citizens. If a Distant State takes action, the state shall promptly notify the 
Home State and the Commission. 
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(e) If a psychologist's license in any Home State, another Compact 
State, or any Temporary Authorization to Practice in any Distant State is 
restricted, suspended, or otherwise limited, the IPC shall be revoked and 
therefore the psychologist shall not be eligible to practice in a Compact State 
under the Temporary Authorization to Practice. 
"§ 90-270.165.  Conditions of telepsychology practice in a Receiving State. 

A psychologist may practice in a Receiving State under the Authority to 
Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology only in the performance of the 
scope of practice for psychology as assigned by an appropriate State 
Psychology Regulatory Authority, as defined in the Rules of the Commission, 
and under the following circumstances: 

(1) The psychologist initiates a client/patient contact in a Home 
State via telecommunications technologies with a client/patient 
in a Receiving State. 

(2) Other conditions regarding telepsychology as determined by 
Rules promulgated by the Commission. 

"§ 90-270.166.  Adverse actions. 
(a) A Home State shall have the power to impose adverse action against 

a psychologist's license issued by the Home State. A Distant State shall 
have the power to take adverse action on a psychologist's Temporary 
Authorization to Practice within that Distant State. 

(b) A Receiving State may take adverse action on a psychologist's 
Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology within that 
Receiving State. A Home State may take adverse action against a 
psychologist based on an adverse action taken by a Distant State regarding 
temporary in-person, face-to-face practice. 

(c) If a Home State takes adverse action against a psychologist's license, 
that psychologist's Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional Telepsychology 
is terminated and the E.Passport is revoked. Furthermore, that psychologist's 
Temporary Authorization to Practice is terminated and the IPC is revoked. 

(1) All Home State disciplinary orders which impose adverse 
action shall be reported to the Commission in accordance with 
the Rules promulgated by the Commission. A Compact State 
shall report adverse actions in accordance with the Rules of 
the Commission. 

(2) In the event discipline is reported on a psychologist, the 
psychologist will not be eligible for telepsychology or 
temporary in-person, face-to-face practice in accordance with 
the Rules of the Commission. 

(3) Other actions may be imposed as determined by the Rules 
promulgated by the Commission. 

(d) A Home State's Psychology Regulatory Authority shall investigate 
and take appropriate action with respect to reported inappropriate conduct 
engaged in by a licensee which occurred in a Receiving State as it would if 
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such conduct had occurred by a licensee within the Home State. In such cases, 
the Home State's law shall control in determining any adverse action against 
a psychologist's license. 

(e) A Distant State's Psychology Regulatory Authority shall investigate 
and take appropriate action with respect to reported inappropriate conduct 
engaged in by a psychologist practicing under Temporary Authorization to 
Practice which occurred in that Distant State as it would if such conduct had 
occurred by a licensee within the Home State. In such cases, Distant State's 
law shall control in determining any adverse action against a psychologist's 
Temporary Authorization to Practice. 

(f) Nothing in this Compact shall override a Compact State's decision 
that a psychologist's participation in an alternative program may be used in 
lieu of adverse action and that such participation shall remain nonpublic if 
required by the Compact State's law. Compact States must require 
psychologists who enter any alternative programs to not provide 
telepsychology services under the Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional 
Telepsychology or provide temporary psychological services under the 
Temporary Authorization to Practice in any other Compact State during the 
term of the alternative program. 

(g) No other judicial or administrative remedies shall be available to a 
psychologist in the event a Compact State imposes an adverse action pursuant 
to subsection (c) of this section. 
"§ 90-270.167.  Additional authorities invested in a Compact State's 

Psychology Regulatory Authority. 
In addition to any other powers granted under state law, a Compact 

State's Psychology Regulatory Authority shall have the authority under this 
Compact to: 

(1) Issue subpoenas, for both hearings and investigations, which 
require the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of evidence. Subpoenas issued by a Compact 
State's Psychology Regulatory Authority for the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses and/or the production of 
evidence from another Compact State shall be enforced in the 
latter state by any court of competent jurisdiction, according 
to that court's practice and procedure in considering 
subpoenas issued in its own proceedings. The issuing State 
Psychology Regulatory Authority shall pay any witness fees, 
travel expenses, mileage, and other fees required by the 
service statutes of the state where the witnesses and/or 
evidence are located. 

(2) Issue cease and desist and/or injunctive relief orders to revoke 
a psychologist's Authority to Practice Interjurisdictional 
Telepsychology and/or Temporary Authorization to Practice. 
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(3) During the course of any investigation, a psychologist may 
not change his/her Home State licensure. A Home State 
Psychology Regulatory Authority is authorized to complete 
any pending investigations of a psychologist and to take any 
actions appropriate under its law. The Home State Psychology 
Regulatory Authority shall promptly report the conclusions of 
such investigations to the Commission. Once an investigation 
has been completed, and pending the outcome of said 
investigation, the psychologist may change his/her Home 
State licensure. The Commission shall promptly notify the 
new Home State of any such decisions as provided in the 
Rules of the Commission. All information provided to the 
Commission or distributed by Compact States pursuant to the 
psychologist shall be confidential, filed under seal, and used 
for investigatory or disciplinary matters. The Commission 
may create additional rules for mandated or discretionary 
sharing of information by Compact States. 

"§ 90-270.168.  Coordinated Licensure Information System. 
(a) The Commission shall provide for the development and maintenance 

of a Coordinated Licensure Information System (Coordinated Database) and 
reporting system containing licensure and disciplinary action information on 
all psychologists to whom this Compact is applicable in all Compact States 
as defined by the Rules of the Commission. 

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of state law to the contrary, a 
Compact State shall submit a uniform data set to the Coordinated Database 
on all licensees as required by the Rules of the Commission, including: 

(1) Identifying information; 
(2) Licensure data; 
(3) Significant investigatory information; 
(4) Adverse actions against a psychologist's license; 
(5) An indicator that a psychologist's Authority to Practice 

Interjurisdictional Telepsychology and/or Temporary 
Authorization to Practice is revoked; 

(6) Nonconfidential information related to alternative program 
participation information; 

(7) Any denial of application for licensure and the reasons for 
such denial; and 

(8) Other information which may facilitate the administration of 
this Compact, as determined by the Rules of the Commission. 

(c) The Coordinated Database administrator shall promptly notify all 
Compact States of any adverse action taken against, or significant 
investigative information on, any licensee in a Compact State. 

(d) Compact States reporting information to the Coordinated Database 
may designate information that may not be shared with the public without the 
express permission of the Compact State reporting the information. 
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(e) Any information submitted to the Coordinated Database that is 
subsequently required to be expunged by the law of the Compact State 
reporting the information shall be removed from the Coordinated Database. 
"§ 90-270.169.  Establishment of the Psychology Interjurisdictional 

Compact Commission. 
(a) The Compact States hereby create and establish a joint public agency 

known as the Psychology Interjurisdictional Compact Commission. 
(1) The Commission is a body politic and an instrumentality of 

the Compact States. 
(2) Venue is proper and judicial proceedings by or against the 

Commission shall be brought solely and exclusively in a court 
of competent jurisdiction where the principal office of the 
Commission is located. The Commission may waive venue 
and jurisdictional defenses to the extent it adopts or consents 
to participate in alternative dispute resolution proceedings. 

(3) Nothing in this Compact shall be construed to be a waiver of 
sovereign immunity. 

(b) Membership, Voting, and Meetings. - 
(1) The Commission shall consist of one voting representative 

appointed by each Compact State who shall serve as that 
state's Commissioner. The State Psychology Regulatory 
Authority shall appoint its delegate. This delegate shall be 
empowered to act on behalf of the Compact State. This 
delegate shall be limited to: 
a. Executive Director, Executive Secretary, or similar 

executive; 
b. Current member of the State Psychology Regulatory 

Authority of a Compact State; or 
c. Designee empowered with the appropriate delegate 

authority to act on behalf of the Compact State. 
(2) Any Commissioner may be removed or suspended from office 

as provided by the law of the state from which the 
Commissioner is appointed. Any vacancy occurring in the 
Commission shall be filled in accordance with the laws of the 
Compact State in which the vacancy exists. 

(3) Each Commissioner shall be entitled to one vote with regard 
to the promulgation of Rules and creation of Bylaws and shall 
otherwise have an opportunity to participate in the business 
and affairs of the Commission. A Commissioner shall vote in 
person or by such other means as provided in the Bylaws. The 
Bylaws may provide for Commissioners' participation in 
meetings by telephone or other means of communication. 

(4) The Commission shall meet at least once during each calendar 
year. Additional meetings shall be held as set forth in the Bylaws. 
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(5) All meetings shall be open to the public, and public notice of 
meetings shall be given in the same manner as required under 
the rule-making provisions in G.S. 90-270.170. 

(6) The Commission may convene in a closed, nonpublic meeting 
if the Commission must discuss: 
a. Noncompliance of a Compact State with its obligations 

under the Compact; 
b. The employment, compensation, discipline, or other 

personnel matters, practices, or procedures related to 
specific employees or other matters related to the 
Commission's internal personnel practices and procedures; 

c. Current, threatened, or reasonably anticipated litigation 
against the Commission; 

d. Negotiation of contracts for the purchase or sale of 
goods, services, or real estate; 

e. Accusation against any person of a crime or formally 
censuring any person; 

f. Disclosure of trade secrets or commercial or financial 
information which is privileged or confidential; 

g. Disclosure of information of a personal nature where 
disclosure would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy; 

h. Disclosure of investigatory records compiled for law 
enforcement purposes; 

i. Disclosure of information related to any investigatory 
reports prepared by or on behalf of or for use of the 
Commission or other committee charged with 
responsibility for investigation or determination of 
compliance issues pursuant to the Compact; or 

j. Matters specifically exempted from disclosure by 
federal and state statute. 

(7) If a meeting, or portion of a meeting, is closed pursuant to this 
provision, the Commission's legal counsel or designee shall 
certify that the meeting may be closed and shall reference each 
relevant exempting provision. The Commission shall keep 
minutes which fully and clearly describe all matters discussed 
in a meeting and shall provide a full and accurate summary of 
actions taken, of any person participating in the meeting, and 
the reasons therefor, including a description of the views 
expressed. All documents considered in connection with an 
action shall be identified in such minutes. All minutes and 
documents of a closed meeting shall remain under seal, 
subject to release only by a majority vote of the Commission 
or order of a court of competent jurisdiction. 
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(c) The Commission shall, by a majority vote of the Commissioners, 
prescribe Bylaws and/or Rules to govern its conduct as may be necessary or 
appropriate to carry out the purposes and exercise the powers of the Compact, 
including, but not limited to: 

(1) Establishing the fiscal year of the Commission; 
(2) Providing reasonable standards and procedures: 

a. For the establishment and meetings of other 
committees; and 

b. Governing any general or specific delegation of any 
authority or function of the Commission; 

(3) Providing reasonable procedures for calling and conducting 
meetings of the Commission, ensuring reasonable advance 
notice of all meetings and providing an opportunity for 
attendance of such meetings by interested parties, with 
enumerated exceptions designed to protect the public's 
interest, the privacy of individuals of such proceedings, and 
proprietary information, including trade secrets. The 
Commission may meet in closed session only after a majority 
of the Commissioners vote to close a meeting to the public in 
whole or in part. As soon as practicable, the Commission must 
make public a copy of the vote to close the meeting revealing 
the vote of each Commissioner with no proxy votes allowed; 

(4) Establishing the titles, duties, and authority and reasonable 
procedures for the election of the officers of the Commission; 

(5) Providing reasonable standards and procedures for the 
establishment of the personnel policies and programs of the 
Commission. Notwithstanding any civil service or other similar 
law of any Compact State, the Bylaws shall exclusively govern 
the personnel policies and programs of the Commission; 

(6) Promulgating a Code of Ethics to address permissible and 
prohibited activities of Commission members and employees; 

(7) Providing a mechanism for concluding the operations of the 
Commission and the equitable disposition of any surplus funds 
that may exist after the termination of the Compact after the 
payment and/or reserving of all of its debts and obligations; 

(8) The Commission shall publish its Bylaws in a convenient 
form and file a copy thereof and a copy of any amendment 
thereto with the appropriate agency or officer in each of the 
Compact States; 

(9) The Commission shall maintain its financial records in 
accordance with the Bylaws; and 

(10) The Commission shall meet and take such actions as are 
consistent with the provisions of this Compact and the Bylaws. 

(d) The Commission shall have the following powers: 
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(1) The authority to promulgate uniform rules to facilitate and 
coordinate implementation and administration of this Compact. 
The rules shall have the force and effect of law and shall be 
binding in all Compact States; 

(2) To bring and prosecute legal proceedings or actions in the 
name of the Commission, provided that the standing of any 
State Psychology Regulatory Authority or other regulatory 
body responsible for psychology licensure to sue or be sued 
under applicable law shall not be affected; 

(3) To purchase and maintain insurance and bonds; 
(4) To borrow, accept, or contract for services of personnel, 

including, but not limited to, employees of a Compact State; 
(5) To hire employees, elect or appoint officers, fix compensation, 

define duties, grant such individuals appropriate authority to 
carry out the purposes of the Compact, and establish the 
Commission's personnel policies and programs relating to 
conflicts of interest, qualifications of personnel, and other 
related personnel matters; 

(6) To accept any and all appropriate donations and grants of 
money, equipment, supplies, materials, and services and to 
receive, utilize, and dispose of the same, provided that at all 
times the Commission shall strive to avoid any appearance of 
impropriety and/or conflict of interest; 

(7) To lease, purchase, accept appropriate gifts or donations of, or 
otherwise to own, hold, improve, or use any property, real, 
personal, or mixed, provided that at all times the Commission 
shall strive to avoid any appearance of impropriety; 

(8) To sell, convey, mortgage, pledge, lease, exchange, abandon, 
or otherwise dispose of any property, real, personal, or mixed; 

(9) To establish a budget and make expenditures; 
(10) To borrow money; 
(11) To appoint committees, including advisory committees 

comprised of members, state regulators, state legislators or 
their representatives, and consumer representatives, and such 
other interested persons as may be designated in this Compact 
and the Bylaws; 

(12) To provide and receive information from, and to cooperate 
with, law enforcement agencies; 

(13) To adopt and use an official seal; and 
(14) To perform such other functions as may be necessary or 

appropriate to achieve the purposes of this Compact consistent 
with the state regulation of psychology licensure, temporary 
in-person, face-to-face practice, and telepsychology practice. 
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(e) The Executive Board. - The elected officers shall serve as the 
Executive Board, which shall have the power to act on behalf of the 
Commission according to the terms of this Compact. 

(1) The Executive Board shall be comprised of six members: 
a. Five voting members who are elected from the current 

membership of the Commission by the Commission. 
b. One ex officio, nonvoting member from the recognized 

membership organization composed of State and 
Provincial Psychology Regulatory Authorities. 

(2) The ex officio member must have served as staff or member 
on a State Psychology Regulatory Authority and will be 
selected by its respective organization. 

(3) The Commission may remove any member of the Executive 
Board as provided in Bylaws. 

(4) The Executive Board shall meet at least annually. 
(5) The Executive Board shall have the following duties and 

responsibilities: 
a. Recommend to the entire Commission changes to the 

Rules or Bylaws, changes to this Compact legislation, 
or fees paid by Compact States such as annual dues and 
any other applicable fees; 

b. Ensure Compact administration services are appropriately 
provided, contractual or otherwise; 

c. Prepare and recommend the budget; 
d. Maintain financial records on behalf of the Commission; 
e. Monitor Compact compliance of member states and 

provide compliance reports to the Commission; 
f. Establish additional committees as necessary; and 
g. Other duties as provided in Rules or Bylaws. 

(f) Financing of the Commission. - 
(1) The Commission shall pay or provide for the payment of the 

reasonable expenses of its establishment, organization, and 
ongoing activities. 

(2) The Commission may accept any and all appropriate revenue 
sources, donations, and grants of money, equipment, supplies, 
materials, and services. 

(3) The Commission may levy on and collect an annual 
assessment from each Compact State or impose fees on other 
parties to cover the cost of the operations and activities of the 
Commission and its staff which must be in a total amount 
sufficient to cover its annual budget as approved each year for 
which revenue is not provided by other sources. The aggregate 
annual assessment amount shall be allocated based upon a 
formula to be determined by the Commission which shall 
promulgate a rule binding upon all Compact States. 
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(4) The Commission shall not incur obligations of any kind prior 
to securing the funds adequate to meet the same, nor shall the 
Commission pledge the credit of any of the Compact States, 
except by and with the authority of the Compact State. 

(5) The Commission shall keep accurate accounts of all receipts 
and disbursements. The receipts and disbursements of the 
Commission shall be subject to the audit and accounting 
procedures established under its Bylaws. However, all receipts 
and disbursements of funds handled by the Commission shall 
be audited yearly by a certified or licensed public accountant 
and the report of the audit shall be included in and become 
part of the annual report of the Commission. 

(g) Qualified Immunity, Defense, and Indemnification. - 
(1) The members, officers, Executive Director, employees, and 

representatives of the Commission shall be immune from suit 
and liability, either personally or in their official capacity, for 
any claim for damage to or loss of property or personal injury 
or other civil liability caused by or arising out of any actual or 
alleged act, error, or omission that occurred, or that the person 
against whom the claim is made had a reasonable basis for 
believing occurred within the scope of Commission 
employment, duties, or responsibilities, provided that nothing 
in this subdivision shall be construed to protect any such 
person from suit and/or liability for any damage, loss, injury, 
or liability caused by the intentional or willful or wanton 
misconduct of that person. 

(2) The Commission shall defend any member, officer, Executive 
Director, employee, or representative of the Commission in 
any civil action seeking to impose liability arising out of 
any actual or alleged act, error, or omission that occurred 
within the scope of Commission employment, duties, or 
responsibilities, or that the person against whom the claim is 
made had a reasonable basis for believing occurred within the 
scope of Commission employment, duties, or responsibilities, 
provided that nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit that 
person from retaining his or her own counsel, and provided 
further that the actual or alleged act, error, or omission did 
not result from that person's intentional or willful or 
wanton misconduct. 

(3) The Commission shall indemnify and hold harmless any member, 
officer, Executive Director, employee, or representative of the 
Commission for the amount of any settlement or judgment 
obtained against that person arising out of any actual or 
alleged act, error, or omission that occurred within the scope 
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of employment, duties, or responsibilities, or that such person 
had a reasonable basis for believing occurred within the scope 
of Commission employment, duties, or responsibilities, 
provided that the actual or alleged act, error, or omission did 
not result from the intentional or willful or wanton misconduct 
of that person. 

"§ 90-270.170.  Rule making. 
(a) The Commission shall exercise its rule-making powers pursuant to 

the criteria set forth in this section and the Rules adopted thereunder. Rules 
and amendments shall become binding as of the date specified in each rule 
or amendment. 

(b) If a majority of the legislatures of the Compact States rejects a rule, 
by enactment of a statute or resolution in the same manner used to adopt 
the Compact, then such rule shall have no further force and effect in any 
Compact State. 

(c) Rules or amendments to the rules shall be adopted at a regular or 
special meeting of the Commission. 

(d) Prior to promulgation and adoption of a final rule or Rules by the 
Commission, and at least 60 days in advance of the meeting at which the rule 
will be considered and voted upon, the Commission shall file a Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making: 

(1) On the Web site of the Commission; and 
(2) On the Web site of each Compact States' Psychology 

Regulatory Authority or the publication in which each state 
would otherwise publish proposed rules. 

(e) The Notice of Proposed Rule Making shall include: 
(1) The proposed time, date, and location of the meeting in which 

the rule will be considered and voted upon; 
(2) The text of the proposed rule or amendment and the reason for 

the proposed rule; 
(3) A request for comments on the proposed rule from any 

interested person; and 
(4) The manner in which interested persons may submit notice to 

the Commission of their intention to attend the public hearing 
and any written comments. 

(f) Prior to adoption of a proposed rule, the Commission shall allow 
persons to submit written data, facts, opinions, and arguments, which shall be 
made available to the public. 

(g) The Commission shall grant an opportunity for a public hearing 
before it adopts a rule or amendment if a hearing is requested by: 

(1) At least 25 persons who submit comments independently of 
each other; 

(2) A governmental subdivision or agency; or 
(3) A duly appointed person in an association that has at least 

25 members. 
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(h) If a hearing is held on the proposed rule or amendment, the 
Commission shall publish the place, time, and date of the scheduled 
public hearing. 

(1) All persons wishing to be heard at the hearing shall notify the 
Executive Director of the Commission or other designated 
member in writing of their desire to appear and testify at the 
hearing not less than five business days before the scheduled 
date of the hearing. 

(2) Hearings shall be conducted in a manner providing each 
person who wishes to comment a fair and reasonable 
opportunity to comment orally or in writing. 

(3) No transcript of the hearing is required, unless a written 
request for a transcript is made, in which case the person 
requesting the transcript shall bear the cost of producing the 
transcript. A recording may be made in lieu of a transcript 
under the same terms and conditions as a transcript. This 
subsection shall not preclude the Commission from making a 
transcript or recording of the hearing if it so chooses. 

(4) Nothing in this section shall be construed as requiring a 
separate hearing on each rule. Rules may be grouped for 
the convenience of the Commission at hearings required by 
this section. 

(i) Following the scheduled hearing date, or by the close of business on 
the scheduled hearing date if the hearing was not held, the Commission shall 
consider all written and oral comments received. 

(j) The Commission shall, by majority vote of all members, take final 
action on the proposed rule and shall determine the effective date of the rule, 
if any, based on the rule-making record and the full text of the rule. 

(k) If no written notice of intent to attend the public hearing by interested 
parties is received, the Commission may proceed with promulgation of the 
proposed rule without a public hearing. 

(l) Upon determination that an emergency exists, the Commission may 
consider and adopt an emergency rule without prior notice, opportunity for 
comment, or hearing, provided that the usual rule-making procedures 
provided in the Compact and in this section shall be retroactively applied to 
the rule as soon as reasonably possible, in no event later than 90 days after 
the effective date of the rule. For the purposes of this provision, an emergency 
rule is one that must be adopted immediately in order to: 

(1) Meet an imminent threat to public health, safety, or welfare; 
(2) Prevent a loss of Commission or Compact State funds; 
(3) Meet a deadline for the promulgation of an administrative rule 

that is established by federal law or rule; or 
(4) Protect public health and safety. 
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(m) The Commission or an authorized committee of the Commission 
may direct revisions to a previously adopted rule or amendment for purposes 
of correcting typographical errors, errors in format, errors in consistency, or 
grammatical errors. Public notice of any revisions shall be posted on the Web 
site of the Commission. The revision shall be subject to challenge by any 
person for a period of 30 days after posting. The revision may be challenged 
only on grounds that the revision results in a material change to a rule. A 
challenge shall be made in writing and delivered to the Chair of the 
Commission prior to the end of the notice period. If no challenge is made, the 
revision will take effect without further action. If the revision is challenged, 
the revision may not take effect without the approval of the Commission. 
"§ 90-270.171.  Oversight, dispute resolution, and enforcement. 

(a) Oversight. - 
(1) The executive, legislative, and judicial branches of state 

government in each Compact State shall enforce this Compact 
and take all actions necessary and appropriate to effectuate 
the Compact's purposes and intent. The provisions of this 
Compact and the rules promulgated hereunder shall have 
standing as statutory law. 

(2) All courts shall take judicial notice of the Compact and the 
rules in any judicial or administrative proceeding in a 
Compact State pertaining to the subject matter of this 
Compact which may affect the powers, responsibilities, or 
actions of the Commission. 

(3) The Commission shall be entitled to receive service of process 
in any such proceeding and shall have standing to intervene in 
such a proceeding for all purposes. Failure to provide service 
of process to the Commission shall render a judgment or order 
void as to the Commission, this Compact, or promulgated rules. 

(b) Default, Technical Assistance, and Termination. - 
(1) If the Commission determines that a Compact State has defaulted 

in the performance of its obligations or responsibilities under 
this Compact or the promulgated rules, the Commission shall: 
a. Provide written notice to the defaulting state and other 

Compact States of the nature of the default, the 
proposed means of remedying the default, and/or any 
other action to be taken by the Commission; and 

b. Provide remedial training and specific technical assistance 
regarding the default. 

(2) If a state in default fails to remedy the default, the defaulting 
state may be terminated from the Compact upon an 
affirmative vote of a majority of the Compact States and all 
rights, privileges, and benefits conferred by this Compact 
shall be terminated on the effective date of termination. A 
remedy of the default does not relieve the offending state of 
obligations or liabilities incurred during the period of default.

(3) Termination of membership in the Compact shall be imposed 
only after all other means of securing compliance have been 
exhausted. Notice of intent to suspend or terminate shall be 
submitted by the Commission to the Governor, the majority 
and minority leaders of the defaulting state's legislature, and 
each of the Compact States. 

(4) A Compact State which has been terminated is responsible for 
all assessments, obligations, and liabilities incurred through 
the effective date of termination, including obligations which 
extend beyond the effective date of termination. 

(5) The Commission shall not bear any costs incurred by the state 
which is found to be in default or which has been terminated 
from the Compact, unless agreed upon in writing between the 
Commission and the defaulting state. 

(6) The defaulting state may appeal the action of the Commission 
by petitioning the United States District Court for the State of 
Georgia or the federal district where the Compact has its 
principal offices. The prevailing member shall be awarded all 
costs of such litigation, including reasonable attorneys' fees. 

(c) Dispute Resolution. - 
(1) Upon request by a Compact State, the Commission shall 

attempt to resolve disputes related to the Compact which 
arise among Compact States and between Compact and 
Non-Compact States. 

(2) The Commission shall promulgate a rule providing for both 
mediation and binding dispute resolution for disputes that 
arise before the Commission. 

(d) Enforcement. - 
(1) The Commission, in the reasonable exercise of its discretion, 

shall enforce the provisions and Rules of this Compact. 
(2) By majority vote, the Commission may initiate legal action in 

the United States District Court for the State of Georgia or the 
federal district where the Compact has its principal offices 
against a Compact State in default to enforce compliance with 
the provisions of the Compact and its promulgated Rules and 
Bylaws. The relief sought may include both injunctive relief 
and damages. In the event judicial enforcement is necessary, 
the prevailing member shall be awarded all costs of such 
litigation, including reasonable attorneys' fees. 

(3) The remedies herein shall not be the exclusive remedies of the 
Commission. The Commission may pursue any other 
remedies available under federal or state law. 
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"§ 90-270.172.  Date of implementation of the Psychology 
Interjurisdictional Compact Commission and associated 
rules, withdrawal, and amendments. 

(a) The Compact shall come into effect on the date on which the 
Compact is enacted into law in the seventh Compact State. The provisions 
which become effective at that time shall be limited to the powers granted to 
the Commission relating to assembly and the promulgation of rules. 
Thereafter, the Commission shall meet and exercise rule-making powers 
necessary to the implementation and administration of the Compact. 

(b) Any state which joins the Compact subsequent to the Commission's 
initial adoption of the rules shall be subject to the rules as they exist on the 
date on which the Compact becomes law in that state. Any rule which has 
been previously adopted by the Commission shall have the full force and 
effect of law on the day the Compact becomes law in that state.

PART II. ALLOW LICENSED MARRIAGE AND FAMILY 
THERAPISTS TO CONDUCT FIRST-LEVEL EXAMINATIONS FOR 
INVOLUNTARY COMMITMENT 

SECTION 2.(a)  G.S. 122C-263.1(a) reads as rewritten: 
"§ 122C-263.1. Secretary's authority to certify commitment examiners; 

training of certified commitment examiners performing first 
examinations; LME/MCO responsibilities. 

(a) Physicians and eligible psychologists are qualified to perform the 
commitment examinations required under G.S. 122C-263(c) and G.S. 122C-
283(c). The Secretary of Health and Human Services may individually certify 
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to perform the first commitment examinations required by G.S. 122C-261 
through G.S. 122C-263 and G.S. 122C-281 through G.S. 122C-283 other 
health, mental health, and substance abuse professionals whose scope of 
practice includes diagnosing and documenting psychiatric or substance use 
disorders and conducting mental status examinations to determine capacity 
to give informed consent to treatment as follows: 

(1) The Secretary has received a request: 
a. To certify a licensed clinical social worker, a master's or 

higher level degree nurse practitioner, a licensed 
professional counsellor, a licensed marriage and family 
therapist, or a physician's assistant to conduct the first 
examinations described in G.S. 122C-263(c) and 
G.S. 122C-283(c). 

b. To certify a master's level licensed clinical addictions 
specialist to conduct the first examination described in 
G.S. 122C-283(c). 

… 
(5) In no event shall the certification of a licensed clinical social 

worker, master's or higher level degree nurse practitioner, 
licensed professional counsellor, a licensed marriage and 
family therapist, physician assistant, or master's level certified 
clinical addictions specialist under this section be construed 
as authorization to expand the scope of practice of the licensed 
clinical social worker, the master's level nurse practitioner, 
licensed professional counsellor, a licensed marriage and 
family therapist, physician assistant, or the master's level 
certified clinical addictions specialist. 

… 
(9) A licensed marriage and family therapist shall not be authorized 

to conduct the initial examination of an individual married to 
a patient of the licensed marriage and family therapist." 

SECTION 2.(b)  This section becomes effective October 1, 2020. 
 
PART III. ELIMINATE REDUNDANCY IN ADULT CARE HOME 
INSPECTIONS 

SECTION 3.  G.S. 131D-2.11(a) reads as rewritten: 
"(a) State Inspection and Monitoring. - The Department shall ensure that 

adult care homes required to be licensed by this Article are monitored for 
licensure compliance on a regular basis. All facilities licensed under this Article 
and adult care units in nursing homes are subject to inspections at all times 
by the Secretary. Except as provided in subsection (a1) of this section, the 
Division of Health Service Regulation shall inspect all adult care homes and 
adult care units in nursing homes on an annual basis. Beginning July 1, 2012, 
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the Division of Health Service Regulation shall include as part of its 
inspection of all adult care homes a review of the facility's compliance with 
G.S. 131D-4.4A(b) and safe practices for injections and any other procedures 
during which bleeding typically occurs. In addition, the Department shall 
ensure that adult care homes are inspected every two years to determine 
compliance with physical plant and life-safety requirements. 

If the annual or biennial licensure inspection of an adult care home is 
conducted separately from the inspection required every two years to 
determine compliance with physical plant and life-safety requirements, then 
the Division of Health Service Regulation shall not cite, as part of the annual 
or biennial licensure inspection, any noncompliance with any law or 
regulation that was cited during a physical plant and life-safety inspection, 
unless, in consultation with the section within the Division of Health Service 
Regulation that conducts physical plant and life-safety inspections, any of the 
following conditions are met: 

(1) The noncompliance with the law or regulation continues 
and the noncompliance constitutes a Type A1 Violation, a 
Type A2 Violation, or a Type B Violation, as defined in 
G.S. 131D-34. 

(2) The facility has not submitted a plan of correction for the 
physical plant or life-safety citation that has been accepted by 
the section within the Division of Health Service Regulation 
that conducts physical plant and life-safety inspections. 

(3) The noncompliance with the physical plant or life-safety law 
and regulation cited by the section within the Division of 
Health Service Regulation that conducts physical plant and 
life-safety inspections has not been corrected within the time 
frame allowed for correction or has increased in severity. 

Nothing in this subsection prevents a licensing inspector from referring 
a concern about physical plant and life-safety requirements to the section 
within the Division of Health Service Regulation that conducts physical plant 
and life-safety inspections." 
 
PART IV. STEP THERAPY PROTOCOLS 

SECTION 4.(a)  G.S. 58-3-221 reads as rewritten: 
"§ 58-3-221.  Access to nonformulary and restricted access prescription 

drugs. 
(a) If an insurer (i) maintains one or more closed formularies for or 

restricts access to covered prescription drugs or devices, devices or (ii) 
requires an enrollee in a plan with an open or closed formulary to use a 
prescription drug or sequence of prescription drugs, other than the drug the 
enrollee's health care provider recommends, before the insurer provides 
coverage for the recommended prescription drug, then the insurer shall do all 
of the following: 
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(1) Develop the formulary or formularies or protocols and any 
restrictions on access to covered prescription drugs or devices 
in consultation with and with the approval of a pharmacy and 
therapeutics committee, which shall include participating 
physicians who are licensed to practice medicine in this 
State.committee. 

(2) Make available to participating providers, pharmacists, and 
enrollees the complete drugs or devices formulary or 
formularies maintained by the insurer including a list of the 
devices and prescription drugs on the formulary by major 
therapeutic category that specifies whether a particular drug 
or device is preferred over other drugs or devices.devices, as 
well as any utilization management program indicators. 

(3) Establish and maintain an expeditious process or procedure 
that allows an enrollee or the enrollee's physician acting on 
behalf of the enrollee to obtain, without penalty or additional 
cost-sharing beyond that provided for in the health benefit 
plan, coverage for a specific nonformulary drug or device 
determined to be medically necessary and appropriate by the 
enrollee's participating physician without prior approval from 
the insurer, after the enrollee's participating physician notifies 
the insurer that: 
a. Either (i) the formulary alternatives have been 

ineffective in the treatment of the enrollee's disease or 
condition, or (ii) the formulary alternatives cause or are 
reasonably expected by the physician to cause a 
harmful or adverse clinical reaction in the enrollee; and 

b. Either (i) the drug is prescribed in accordance with any 
applicable clinical protocol of the insurer for the 
prescribing of the drug, or (ii) the drug has been 
approved as an exception to the clinical protocol 
pursuant to the insurer's exception procedure.Update 
protocols based on a review of new evidence, research, 
and newly developed treatments. 

(4) Provide coverage for a restricted access drug or device to an 
enrollee without requiring prior approval or use of a 
nonrestricted formulary drug if an enrollee's physician 
certifies in writing that the enrollee has previously used an 
alternative nonrestricted access drug or device and the 
alternative drug or device has been detrimental to the 
enrollee's health or has been ineffective in treating the same 
condition and, in the opinion of the prescribing physician, is 
likely to be detrimental to the enrollee's health or ineffective 
in treating the condition again.An insurer, or a pharmacy 
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benefits manager under contract with an insurer, shall require 
that its pharmacy and therapeutics committee either meet the 
requirements for conflict of interest set by the Center for 
Medicare and Medicaid Services or meet the accreditation 
standards of the National Committee for Quality Assurance or 
another independent accrediting organization. 

(b) An insurer may not void a contract or refuse to renew a contract 
between the insurer and a prescribing provider because the prescribing 
provider has prescribed a medically necessary and appropriate nonformulary 
or restricted access drug or device as provided in this section. 

(b1) Exception Process. - Each insurer shall establish and maintain an 
expeditious process or procedure, published on either the insurer's Web site 
or in policies provided to health care providers, that allows an enrollee or the 
enrollee's prescribing provider acting on behalf of the enrollee to obtain, 
without penalty or additional cost-sharing beyond that provided for in the 
health benefit plan, coverage for a specific nonformulary drug or device or 
the drug requested by the prescribing provider, if it is determined to be 
medically necessary and appropriate by the enrollee's prescribing provider 
and the prescription drug is covered under the current health benefit plan. 

(1) An insurer shall grant an exception request if the prescribing 
provider's submitted justification and supporting clinical 
documentation are sufficient to demonstrate any of the following: 
a. The enrollee has tried the alternate drug or drugs while 

covered by the current or the previous health benefit plan. 
b. The formulary or alternate drug or drugs has been 

ineffective in the treatment of the enrollee's disease 
or condition. 

c. The formulary or alternate drug or drugs causes or is 
reasonably expected by the prescribing provider to cause 
a harmful or adverse clinical reaction in the enrollee. 

d. Either (i) the drug is prescribed in accordance with any 
applicable clinical protocol of the insurer for the 
prescribing of the drug or (ii) the drug has been 
approved as an exception to the clinical protocol 
pursuant to the insurer's exception procedure. 

e. The enrollee's prescribing provider certifies in writing 
that the enrollee has previously used an alternative 
nonrestricted access drug or device and the alternative 
drug or device has been detrimental to the enrollee's 
health or has been ineffective in treating the same 
condition and, in the opinion of the prescribing health 
care provider, is likely to be detrimental to the enrollee's 
health or ineffective in treating the condition again. 
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(2) Nothing in this section shall preclude an insurer from 
requiring prior authorization for the coverage of a prescribed 
drug that was covered by the enrollee's previous health 
benefit plan. 

(b2) Pharmaceutical drug samples or patient incentive programs, 
including coupons or debit cards, shall not be considered trial and failure of 
a preferred prescription drug in lieu of trying the formulary-preferred 
prescription drug. 

(b3) Exception process requirements: 
(1) The insurer, health benefit plan, or utilization review 

organization may request relevant documentation from the 
patient or health care provider to support the exception 
request. Relevant information includes the results of any 
patient examination, clinical evaluation, or second opinion 
that may be required. 

(2) A licensed physician or licensed pharmacist shall evaluate the 
clinical appropriateness of the exception request. 

(3) For nonurgent exception requests for a prospective or 
concurrent review: 
a. The insurer shall communicate to the enrollee's health 

care provider if additional information is required within 
72 hours after the insurer receives the exception request. 

b. The insurer shall communicate an exception request 
determination to the enrollee's providers within 72 
hours after receiving all relevant information. 

(4) In the case of an urgent review: 
a. The insurer shall communicate to the enrollee's health 

care provider if additional information is required within 
24 hours after the insurer receives the exception request. 

b. The insurer shall communicate an exception request 
determination to the enrollee's providers within 24 
hours after receiving all relevant information. 

(c) As used in this section: 
(1) "Closed formulary" means a list of prescription drugs and 

devices reimbursed by the insurer that excludes coverage for 
drugs and devices not listed. 

(1a) "Health benefit plan" has definition provided in G.S. 58-3-167. 
(2) "Insurer" has the meaning provided in G.S. 58-3-167. 
(3) "Restricted access drug or device" means those covered 

prescription drugs or devices for which reimbursement by the 
insurer is conditioned on the insurer's prior approval to 
prescribe the drug or device or on the provider prescribing one 
or more alternative drugs or devices before prescribing the 
drug or device in question. 
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(d) Nothing in this section requires an insurer to pay for drugs or devices 
or classes of drugs or devices related to a benefit that is specifically excluded 
from coverage by the insurer. 

(e) This section shall not be construed to prevent the health benefit plan 
from requiring an enrollee to try an A-rated generic equivalent drug, or a 
biosimilar, as defined under 42 U.S.C. § 262(i)(2), prior to providing 
coverage for the equivalent branded prescription drug." 

SECTION 4.(b)  This section becomes effective October 1, 2020, 
and applies to insurance contracts issued, renewed, or amended on or after 
that date. 
 
PART V. CLARIFY THE USE OF CORONAVIRUS RELIEF FUNDS 

SECTION 5.  Section 3.3(34) of S.L. 2020-4 reads as rewritten: 
"(34) $5,000,000 to OSBM to allocate to the North Carolina 

Community Health Centers Center Association (NCHCA), 
(NCCHCA), a nonprofit organization, to be used for distribution 
to its member health centers to cover the cost of eligible health 
services provided during the COVID-19 emergency.emergency 
and to offset the following costs incurred by NCCHCA 
member health centers related to the provision of patient care 
within the State to respond to the COVID-19 pandemic: 
a. Supplies and equipment purchased in accordance with 

Centers for Disease Control and Prevention Guidelines. 
b. Rapidly ramping up infection control and triage 

training for health care professionals. 
c. Retrofitting separate areas to screen and treat patients 

with suspected COVID-19 infections. 
d. Transporting patients with confirmed or suspected 

COVID-19 infections safely to or from health care facilities. 
e. Planning, training, and implementing expanded 

telehealth capabilities. 
By August 1, 2020, NCHCA the NCCHCA shall report to the 
Joint Legislative Oversight Committee on Health and Human 
Services and the Fiscal Research Division on a plan for 
allocating the funds received under this section, and by 
February 1, 2021, on the use of these funds by recipients." 

 
PART VI. MANDATORY DESIGNATION OF ATTORNEY TO 
REPRESENT THE STATE'S INTEREST AT CERTAIN MENTAL 
HEALTH COMMITMENT HEARINGS 

SECTION 6.  G.S. 122C-268(b) reads as rewritten: 
"(b) The attorney, who is a member of the staff of the Attorney General 

assigned to one of the State's facilities for the mentally ill individuals with 
mental illness or the psychiatric service of the University of North Carolina 
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Hospitals at Chapel Hill, shall represent the State's interest at commitment 
hearings, rehearings, and supplemental hearings held for respondents admitted 
pursuant to this Part or G.S. 15A-1321 at the facility to which he is assigned. 

In addition, the Attorney General may, in his discretion, shall designate 
an attorney who is a member of his the Attorney General's staff to represent 
the State's interest at any commitment hearing, rehearing, or supplemental 
hearing held in a place other than at one of the State's facilities for the 
mentally ill individuals with mental illness or the psychiatric service of the 
University of North Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill." 
 
PART VII. SEVERABILITY CLAUSE AND EFFECTIVE DATE 

SECTION 7.(a)  If any section or provision of this act is declared 
unconstitutional or invalid by the courts, it does not affect the validity of this 
act as a whole or any part other than the part declared to be unconstitutional 
or invalid. 

SECTION 7.(b)  Except as otherwise provided, this act is effective 
when it becomes law.
